On the Ballot Twenty-six Votes 
Are Cast tor E. Nelson Blake, but Mason 
Gets Every Man in the Convention Save 
Four When the Formal Vote Is Taken-— 
Speech of the Sucgessfal Candidate—His 
Life. 

William K. Mason of the Thirteenth Ward 
was nominated for Congress by the Third Dis- 
trict Republican Convention at Castie Hall 
yesterday morning. This resuit was not un- 
expected, but it came in such a way as to in- 
dicate that the two old factions bave been har- 
monized, and that a united Republican party 
existe where discord bas prevailed. The 
twenty-six votes cast for Mr. 8. Nelson Biake 
on the informal ballot, however, in spite of 
his repeated declinanons to be considered as a 


candidate, showed that he has a following ia

Wen the Twelfth Ward vote was announced 
it was stated that one delegate had voted for 
Mason under protest.

at opce proceeded to a formal ballot. There 
were no changes until the Eleventh Ward 
was called, when Mr. Woodard withdrew the 
name ot Mr. Blake and cast the solid vote for 
Mason. The other wards also voted solidly for 
Mason, with the excepuon of four delegates 
from the Twelfth, who stood by Blake. The 
result was announced—95 for Mason and 4 for 
Blake, Mr. Wakefield, on behalf of the four 
delegates who voted for Blake on the formal 
ballot, moved to make the nomuina- 
tion unanimous. The motion was cur- 
ried, and Messrs. Loveland, Woodard, and 
Hertz were appointed a committee to wait on 
the nominee and bring him before the conven- 
tion.

THE DEMOCRATIC MACHINE 


Afraid to Tackle the Questions Raised by 

Redmond Sheridan's Fight in the Eighth 
Ward. 

The sub-committee of the Cook County Dem- 
ocratic Central Committee which was appoint- 
ed to canvass the returns of the late primaries 
for the election of Precinct Committeemen ap- 
pears to be shirking its duty so far as 
the Righth Ward contest is con- 
cerned. in that ward Ald. Sheridan's 
friends railied at the polls and elected 
their men. At most of the polimg-places they 
did not find the regularly-appointed judges, 
and they elected judges of their own irom 
among the bystanders. These judges held 
elections and returned the Sheridan men as 
elected. The .other judges, who are alleged 
not to have opened polis at all, returned the 
machine committeemen as selected. The sub- 
committee was appointed to canvass the re- 
turns and make a report. When the Eighth 
Ward contest was reached they adjourned 
over, but at the time appointed for the meet- 
ing there was no quorum, and no effort has 
since been made to secure one. It begins to 
look very much as though they do not want to 
do anything with the matter. 
committee will meet Wednesday, and will prob- 
ably have to settle the question without the aid 
of the sub-committee. The trouble seems to be 
that the anti-machine men bave the best of it, 
and the-committee scarvely wants to recognize 
the success of any effort to prevent it from 
perpetrating itself. 

The Democratic politicians were trying to 
convince themselves last night that Mayor 
Harrison could beat Mason in the Third Con- 
gressional District. They pretended to believe 
that the two factions were not united, and that 
Harrison would bave a good show. There is 
nothing in the situation to justify suen a view. 
So far nothing bas developed which indicates 
that there will be any well-defined opposition 
to Mason, or that Harrison will profit by it if 
there should be.

| TUNNELS AND CABLES. 


THE MAYOR HAS FIXED UP TWO OR- 
DINANCES FOR THE COUNCIL, 


One Provides that Yerkes Shall Pay # Year- 
ly Rental for the Tunnel and the Other 
that He Shall Bulld a Bridge at Clark 
Street—Mike McDonald, Stockholder in 
the Adams Street Line, Tells What His 
Company. Is Doing—Yerkes Has Made 
$400,000 Gut of His Deal—His Associ- 
ates Made $2,600, 000. 

Mr. Yerkes had anothes long talk with Mayor 
Harrison yesterday, the doors being locked as 
before, 

He is anxious,” said the Mayor, “for me 
to mare an ordinance, or to have one passed, 
that he can accept. I have been very willing 
to show him the defects in the present one, 
and to teli him how I would correct them. But 
I would not discuss with bim the question of 
rental. We talked about the speed of the cars. 
I have been getting the distances between 
trains run on State and Wabash avenue 
and on the North Side, so as to reach 
a conclusion as to what space there will 


be between the trains in the tunnel; in other 
words, how much the general public will be

So the Council ean adopt whichever it 
chooses.“ 

The outcome of the matter will probably be 
the adoption by the Council of an ordinance 
requiring the company to build a four-track 
steam bridge at Clar« street. It is understood 
that Mr. ‘Yerkes would rather do this than pay 
a rental for the tunnel, since one parment 
would end the thing. It is the impression that 
the Mayor will recommend $12,000 a year or a 
bridge, the cost of which will be $150,000, as, 
if a bridge is constructed, the Northwestern 
Railroad will have to build the viaduct. The 
rental and maintenance of the tunnel would 
cost the company not far from $20,000 a year, 
whereas it could borrow $150,000 at 4 per cent 
and have the use of the tunnel for $14,000, 
thus saving $6,500 a year. Some of the Alder- 
men who votedj against the ordinance are in 
favor of a bridge; and, as all those who voted 
for it would of course like to oblige Mr 
Yerkes, it seems very likely that the bridge 
amendment wili get twenty-five or twenty-six 
votes Monday night. According to rumor the 
Mayor intends to have a veto ready 80 that if 
neither of his patoned-up ordinances goes 
through he can kill the present aboruon. He, 
bowever, will say nothimg on this point.

A Lawyer Says the Council Can No More 
Give Away the Tunnel than the Water- 
Works. 

Chicago Mad, July 10: A leading lawyer, 
chatting with a rter for the Mail on the 
tunnel grab, taik in the following vigorous 
manner: Wo and what are the Mayor and 
Common Council of the city? Merely the 
trustees of the municipality, intrusted with 
the custody, control, and management of the 
property and affairs of such municipality. In 
Chicago they are the trustees and custodians 
of the public buildings, streets, squarcs, 
bridges, tunnels, md Other public property of 
the municipality. They have no more right to 
grant away, alienate, destroy, use, or divert 
this property from the legitimate uses for 
which it was accumulated and created than a 
cashier of a bank has to rob, give away, or 
dispose of the property ot his employer. 

It is a rule of law without exception that 
no person can deal with a trustee, with refer- 
ence to the trust property, and acquire a titie 
or interest adverse to the real owners of such 
property. No person can become an innocent 
purcbaser or holder of such property, because 
be who deals with an agent is bound to know, 
and when necessary prove, the existence, 
— and extent of the autiority of such 

nt * 

“It is a mistaken notion that these men 
can under such circumstances alienate prop- 
erty of the city, and the sooner this popular 
heresy is refuted and dispelled the better for 
all parties. $ 

Are tue citizens of Chicago daily and night- 
ly resting under a risk that all property, in- 
cluding the City-Hall, police stations, patroi- 
wagons, aud other necessary paraphernalia for 
maintaming the peace and protecting the lives 
and property of the citizens from riot and fire 
is liable to be sold or given away by its faith- 
less and unprincipled agents? 

Is it not rather the case that their title is 
perfect and chat no faithless agent can iaw- 
fully incumber or dispose of such property? 

“The latter is anquestionabiy true. With- 
out it no municipal government, which is 
merely an agency of the sovereign power of 
the State, can exist fora moment. The true 
principle governing the property of the mupi- 
cipality is the principle of a trust above set 
forth. ‘A public office is a publictrust.’ 

„The fear, therefore, which so completely 
pervades the inhabitants of this vast city, since 
Monday night, that the action of their scalawag 
representatives, by which they attempted to 
gell and deliver—for it amounts to this—the

RELIGIOUS NEWS. 


The Sunday-School Lesson for the Day— 
Subjects Selected by the Preachers—Vis- 
iting Ministers. 

After the blind man had been healed, as nar- 
rated in the last chapter, be was brought be 
fore the Sanhedrim to defend bimself, and was 
cast out of the synagog. Jesus hunted him up 
and revealed Himself, counseling him as to the 
future, The self-righteous Pharisees then 
taunted Jesus with questions, and in reply He 
enunciated the deep meaning, yet tender and po- 
etic lesson for today. He spoke a parable, saying 

1. Verils, verily, I say unto you, be that en- 
tereth not by the door into the fold of the 
sheep, but climbeth up some other way, the 
same isathief and a robber. 2. But he that 
entereth in by the door is the shepherd of the 
sheep. 38. To him the porter openeth; and the 
sheep hear his voice; and he calleth his own 
sheep by name, and leadeth them out. 4. 
When he hath put forth all his own he goeth 
out before them, and the sheep follow bim; 
for they know his voice. 3. And a stranger 
will they not follow, but will flee from him; 
for they know not the voice of strangers. 
6. This parable spake Jesus unto them; but 
they understood. not what things they were 
which be spake unto them. 

7. Jesus therefore said unto them again, 
Verily I say unto you, I am the door ot the 
‘sheep. 8. All that came before me are thieves 
and robbers; but, the sheep did not hear them. 
9. Iam the door; by meif any man enter in, 
he shall be saved, and shall go in and go out 
and shall find pasture. 10. The thief cometh 
not, but that he may steal, and kill, and de- 
stroy; I came that they may have life, and 
may have it abundantly. II. [am the good 
shepherd; the good shepherd layeth down bis 
life for the sheep. 12. He that is a hirelmg, 
and nota shepherd, whose own the sheep are 
not, beholdeth the wolf. comimg, and leaveth 
the sheep, and fleeth, and the wolf snatcheth 
tnem, and scattereth them. 13. He fleeth be- 
cause he is a hireling, and careth not for the 
sheep. 14. I am the good shepherd; and I 
know mine own, and mine own knew me, 15. 
even as the Father knoweth me, and I know 
the Father: and I lay down my lite for the 
sheep. 16. And other sheep I have, which 
are not of this foid; them also I must bring, 
and they shall hear my voice, and they shall 
become one flock, one shepherd. 17. There- 
fore doth the Father love me, because 1 lay 
down my life, that I may take it again. 18. No 
one taketh it away from me, but I lay it down 
myself. I have power to lay it down, and I 
have power to take it again. This command- 
ment received I from my Fatker. 

The lesson beautifully teaches that Christ ‘is 
the gateway of Christianity and that love is 
the key. The merit of His salvation is strong- 
ly contrasted with the spiritual poverty and 
selfishness of false religions. Clearly, almost 
pathetically, is shown Hits superiority over all 
other teachers and leaders. His intimate 
knowledge of His people, His tender and adapt- 
ing condecension to His people, His pre- 
eminent claim and benevolent mission, Hise 
equality with the Father, yet self-sacrificing 
devotion, and, above all, His final success and 
triumph. The golden text is: “FE em the 
good sbepherd; the good shepherd giveth his 
life for the sheep,"’—John z., ti.

equivalent in flour. It is asking too much. 


Tue Chicago money market was active 
and firm, with an increasing demand for bank 
accommodations. There wasa fair inquiry 
for local securities for investment, Eastern 
and foreign exchange was quiet and steady. 
Stocks in Wall street were tame and largely 
influenced by reports of crop conditions. 
The Chicago grain markets were active and 
irregular, being strong later, as the Govern- 
ment crop report was less favorable than had 
been expected. Provisions ‘were very firm. 
As compared with Friday pork closed 10 
cents higher, lard 5 eents higher, meats and 
rye unchanged, wheat J cent higher, corn 
cent higher, oats 1 cent higher, barley 1 
cent lower, and flaxseeds firm. Our ship- 
ments of last week exceeded the ‘receipts by 
63,300 bushels in wheat and 109,000 bushels 
in corn. The summer packing of this city 
to date includes 1,474,000 hogs, against 
1,500,000. for the same time last year and 
1,021,000 for do in 1884. 


Mn. GLADSTONE’s indorsement of the son 
of his old patron and political tutor, Sir Rob- 
ert Peel, did not serve to secure the election 
of that gentleman in the Inverness burgs. 
Sir Robert was elected last winter as a Tory 
from Blackburn, but he refused to vote 
against the Home-Rule bill, and since its de- 
feat announced himself a Gladstonian.

TREATY NEGOTIATIONS wie THE GANG. 

Ald. T. C. Clarke’s proposition for the ex- 
change of the La Salle street tunnel for a 
double-track bridge at Clark street contem- 
plates almost as great an injustice to the pub- 
lie as the ordinance passed Tuesday. There is 
but one business-like proposition that can 
It is this: 
What did the tunnel cost and what would a 
just rental be, computed on the basis of 5 
per cent of a fair cash valuation? This is a 
problem in simple arithmetic that Harrison, or 
Yerkes, or Cullerton, or Clarke, or Hull is 
capable of solving, and we wish to see them 
go about it in an honest spirit, 

The finessing of the Mayor and the gang 
with reference to the tunnel-gift ordinance is 
an insult to the intelligence of the public. 
It presupposes a degree of smartness” on 


the part of these nimble officials and of dull- 
ness on the part of those whe elected them 


which does an equal injustice to beth, We 
have discerned nothing as yet in the public 
career of Mr. Walter S. Hull, for example, 
which can justify him in cherishing the 
opinion that he is cleverer than the average 
of his constituents. It he imagines that he 
can at once act an equivocal part in the Coun- 
cil and by smooth words cultivate a flour- 
ishing reputation for official honor in the 
Twelfth Ward he is egregiously mistaken. 
Every man of sense knows well what the 
semi-official announcement of the program 
for Monday night means. Hull is to move a 
reconsideration of the ordinance. At the 
suggestion of the Mayor certain unimportant 
amendments are to be incorporated in it; 
then it is to be rehnacted. This is the famil- 
iar method of putting jobs through the 
City Council of Chicago. ‘The usual plan of 
operation is to pass an ordinance so villan- 
ous. that the press cries out in rage 
against it; next the Mayor takes it in hand 
and patches it with trifling amendments; 
lastly, it is reconsidered and passed in the 
amended form. The supposed benefit of 


this procedure lies in its effect upon the 


public mind, which is first made familiar 
with a “job” in its most odlous form, 
and then soothed and gratified, as it is 
supposed, by certam concessions not touch- 
ing the substantial merits of the measure, 
but engrafted upoa it out of pretended regard 
for decent opinion. 


Those who pursue this policy usually argue 


that the memory of voters is short, and 
that when once the high pitch of their anger 
has been subdued the servants who have be- 
trayed them may again ask their favor with 
impudent assurance. Nor is the low level of 
municipal virtue to be wondered at. When

JUDICIAL NOMINATIONS. THIS FALL. 

The terms ot Judges Hawes, Gardner, An- 
thony, and Williamson of the Superior Court 
of Cook County expire this fall. 
are Republicans, and three of them will . be 
candidates for renomination before the party 
convention, Judge Gardner, much to the re- 
gret of the public and the bar of Chicago, is 
forced to retire through falling health. There 
is no serious opposition to the renomination 
of Judge Hawes, and the opposition which 
manifested itself some time ago to Judges 
Anthony and Williamson is gradually disap- 
pearing. It is probable that they will be re- 
nominated and reéjected. No one questions 
the integrity of any of these gentlemen. 
They have had no entangling alliances, 
Their decisions have been based on their un- 
derstanding of the law and the facts. They 
have been influenced by no partisan consid- 
erations or by personal bias or interest, They 
have contributed their full share towards 
maintaining the high repute of the Cook 
County judiciary for purity and rectitude of 
intention. ! 

The chief objection to Judges Anthony and 
Williamson has come from the younger mem- 
bers of the bar, who are impatient of delay 
and fancy that the occupants of the bench are 
„too slow.” But so far as the mass of the 
intelligent people of Cook County are con- 
cerned there has been no complaint, even on 
this score; and if there were foundation for 
the murmurings of the young men they ought 
to be silenced by the public conviction of the 
strict conscientiousness and devoted attention 
to duty of the Judges referred to. Whatever 
faults are attributed to them are faults of 
temperament and method. These are mere 
triſles as compared with the more important 
qualitications for a judicial position—indus- 
try; honesty, and strict impartiality—all of 
which they possess. 

So positive is the feeling in Cook County 
against opposing the reélection of competent 
Judges that, though the county is strongly 
Republiean, no opposition was offered a year 
ago to the re@lection of the Circuit J udges ; 
yet four of the five belong to the Demo- 
cratic party. It goes without saymg that 

some of the Judges thus reélected are not 
without faults of temperament and method, 
but the fact that they were believed to be 
honest and impartial outweighed those objec- 
tions, and there was no opposition to them. 
There ought to be no opposition now to the 
reélection of the three Superior Judges 
named. ‘There probably will be none by the 
time the Republican Convention meets, 


THE THIRD DISTRICT TROUBLE | SETTLED. 

William E. Mason was nominated yester- 
day for Congress by the Republican Conven- 
tion of the Third District of Illinois (West 
Chicago) on the first ballot, securing 95 votes 
This formally puts 
an end to the bickerings and dissensions 
among the West Side Republicans. Mr. Ma- 
son’s friends are satisfied, and the friends of 
his old antagonist and political enemy, Col. 
George R. Davis, accept the situation and 
will faithfully support the nominee, who will 
undoubtedly be elected. The convention was 
a representative one. The delegates were 
fairly chosen. Their choice was emphatic to 
the point of unanimity. There can be no 
excuse for dissension. Mr. Mason has been a 
candidate for some time, His qualifications 
for the. pesition have been discussed by the 
Republicans of the district. They have 
named him as their representative, and will 


support him warmly election-day, , 


In the position of State Senator, which he 


has filled for four years, Mr, Mason has 


proved himself a worthy representative and 
has displayed very considerable ability. His 
experience at Springfield will be of 
value to him at Washington. There is no 
doubt of his, election. Either the present 
Democratic misrepresentative of the district 
or Mayor Harrison will be his opponent. He 
is superior to either. Besides, the Repul- 
lican majority in the district is about 3,000. 
This would insure the election of a less ac- 
ceptable man than Mr. Mason. The people 
of the district do not care to be represented 
at Washington by a Democrat for another 
term. 

The Congressional Committee, ‘about the 


selection of which as mueh interest centered 
as about the nomination for Congress, is on 


the whole a representative one, though it 
would be better that Chris Mamer were not 
of it, 

With the restored harmony in this district 
there is no doubt that a good Republican 
ticket will sweep the county this fall. A 
poor ticket will as surely be beaten. Chica- 
go’s experience with alleged Republican 
boodle Aldermen recently will make the peo- 
ple more critical as to the make-up of the 
local ticket. The Congressional misunder- 
standing in the Third District having finally 
been settled. those who have so zealously 
fought each other for the last two years con- 
cerning it ought now to join with one another 
in promoting the general success of the party. 
That will be best done this fall by nominat- 
ing first-class men for the various county 
offices and by excluding weak and doubtful 
men and retiring barnacles.

man, fond of novelty and studious of 
change,” never shows these qualities in a 
stronger light than when planning a summer 
vacation. 


But while even in midsummer Chicago 
must speed the’ parting as well as welcome 
the coming guest there are strong reasons to 
believe the latter is the one open to the 
ffeartiest congratulations. The stranger in 
Chicago finds novelty and variety without 
limit, and at the same time all the attractions 
of delightfully-tempered weather, choice 
amusements, the best of hotels, restau- 
rants, parks, ete, The summer sojourner in 
this city can amuse himself on land or water, 
and in the city and its immediate suburbs 
find all the attractions of both town and 
country. Thousands of summer visitors are 
now passing their vacation in Chicago, and 
it. is safe to say they will depart feeling that 
they have enjoyed a most refreshing season 
and professing a degree of satisfaction to be 
envied by every truant Chicagoan. 


THE HONEST ALDERMANIC MINORITY. 

The thirteen Aldermen who eonstitute the 
minority of the Common Council would ac- 
complish more if they should unite on a com- 


mon plan of action. In the case of the tunnel 


ordinance Tuesday there was noconcert of 
action among the honest Aldermen. Five 
or six of them had every one an amendment 
to propose of which their respectable col- 
leagues seem to have had no knowledge 
before its presentation to the Council, Some 
of those amendments contradicted others, 
This is not as it should be, The boodle 
Aldermen adopt quite different tacties. 
There is a perfect understanding among 
the leaders. Hull knows what Cullerton 
is about to do, Colvin understands the situ- 
ation, and Hildreth whips the obscure fel- 
lows from Simons to Billy Wheian into line 
to vote in the right way.” It is waste 
of effort on, the part of the minority Coun- 
cilmen to act as they have been domg. They 
should come together before the Council meets 
Monday night and agree on some concerted 
plan of action. There are four or five mem- 
bers among them of good ability who ought to 
be intrusted with the charge and advocacy of 
amendments to the tunnel ordinance after it 
is reconsidered, Individually Drew, Dixon, 
Wheeler, Kerr, or Wetherell is more than 
a match for any of the boodle leaders, but 
not one of.them is as effective as he ought 
to be because of not being properly support- 
ed by his colleagues. ‘The presiding officer 
also takes advantage of the lack of cohesion 


among the minority and resorts to rulings 


which are without precedent and utterly 
without warrant. A conference of the mi- 
nority is in order. 


RELIGION IN THE SCHOOLS. 

President Seelye of Amherst College in a 
paper in the July number of the Forum ad- 
vocates the teaching of religion by the State. 
He argue» that the increase of insanity, pau- 
perism, crime, and vice in our best educated 
States is proof that the secularization of popu- 
lar education has resulted in evil rather than 
good. He questions whether the result has 
not been ‘‘@ lighting of the torch of the in- 
cendiary r than’ that of the guide,” and 
asserts that morality is not secured by the 
inculeation of moral precepts, but that re- 
ligious considerations are the indispensable 
motive to yirtue. He holds that religious 
instruction & indispensable not only to the 
welfare but the.very existence of a people, 
and that, consequently, the State should un- 
dertake it as of paramount importance to 
itself. The family and the church, he main- 
tains, are not performing their duties in 
this respect, and the State cannot afford to 
leave these duties undone, Education with- 
out religion, heclaims, does not make a better 
man and a better citizen; for he is the better 
citizen only as he is the better man from 
being more obedient to God. 

He meets the objection to religion in 
schools with the dogmatic assertion that the 
question of conscience has no relevancy to 
„the matter,” and in determining what relig- 
ion the State shall teach he decides upon the 
religion of Jesus Christ, and asks why we 
should teach the life of Julius Cesar in our 
schools and not that of Jesus Christ. It is 
the “Galilean peasant” who is actually 
transforming the condition of the world, he 
‘*Why, then, should not Christ's his- 


‘ilies And in the Christian Church, but in 
„% unchristian families in the unchristian 
** world as well?“ 

The paper contains many self-evident prop- 
ositions so far as the teaching of religion is 
concerned, but there is nothing new in the 
way of argument in it to meet the insupera- 
ble constitutional objection to religious intol- 
erance. To make the religion of Jesus Christ 
a compulsory course in our schools supported 
by the State would be to effect no less decided 
a union of Church and State than to substi- 
tute the Roman Catholic, or any Protestant 
sectarian creed as the religion to be taught by 
the State. 

There are the Jew, and the Infidel, and the 
Atheist who directly antagonize Prof. Seelye’s 
religion, and there are the Roman Catholics 
on the one hand and the many sects into which 
Protestants are divided on the other, each 
having its own peculiar ideas as to how the 
religion of Jesus Christ shall be taught. It 
may be noted, however, in passing, that Pres- 
ident Seelye himself regards the doctrines of 
Congregationalism as the religion of Jesus 
Christ, while be doubtless would deny that 
Universalists are in the proper sense teach- 
ers of that religion. He advocates the teach- 
ing of his religion by the State in distinction 


from that of even another Protestant sect. 


All these different religious elements are 
taxed alike for the support of the public- 
school system, and it is somewhat foolhardy 
to go into a general invasion of both the 
pockets and consciences of the non-Protest- 
ant body politic. 

Prof, Seelye’s argument that the Quaker is 
justly taxed for the maintenance of mili- 
tary and naval organizations contrary to his 
conseienee is sophistical. The Quaker has 
no pangs of conscience on account ot the 
protection afforded him through that tax. It 
is not levied for: purposes of aggression, as 
the school tax would be were the State to 
teach a religion which, whatever it might be, 
could not fail to invade the conscience and 
abridge the religious liberty of many citi- 
Zens. | 
Other causes must be found for the lament- 
able increase in misfortune and vice in the 
nineteenth century than the alleged errors 
of. our popular educational system. It is not 
the fault nor the failing of Our secular 
schools that evils have 1 It is the 


duty of 90 3 
morals—even President Seelye’s argument 
deduces that. education 
tends to that restilt in broadening the mind 
of the developing pupil. It is the duty of 
the ehufch to teach the sublimity of morals. 
Religion alone cen serve that end generally, 
and the history of the world teaches that re- 
ligion is the province of the church and the 


family. It is they who fail in their duty.

Two other great conductors, the lamented 
Dr. Damrosch and Mr. Gericke, have been 
here with excellent orchestras and have been 
received with appreciation, and even with 
enthusiasm, but they have not been able to 
supplant Mr. Thomas or to disturb the posi- 
tion which he holds in the popular favor. 
This feeling of esteem is a reciprocal one. 
Mr. Thomas himself has always been a 
warm admirer and stanch friend to Chi- 
cago, and more than once has been dis- 
posed to make it his home. It is in- 
deed certain that he would not have consent- 
ed, after an umysually fatiguing campaign, 
to devote the time he needs for rest be- 
fore he resumes his operatic duties to any 
other city than Chicago. _ 

It is questionable, in fact, whether any 
other city than Chicago could support a sum- 
mer season of orchestral concerts in such a 
manner as to make it an inducement for him 
to give up a portion of the time he should 
take for recreation. If there were such a 
city, the opportunity would not remain un- 
improved by other conductors.. In this re- 
gard, indeed, Chicago stands alone. Fortu- 
nately, it is just what she needs. The con- 
certs are not only inviting to strangers who 
want to hear good music, but they are spe- 
cially attractive to our own people, as they 
combine musical and social entertainment. 
The comparative cheapness of the concerts 
and the absence of the stiff formalities of the 
ordinary concert-room, 


fending those who simply wish to listen, are 
just the elements needed to make them de- 
lightful to tired workers and men fatigued 
with the.cares of business. Their very un- 
conventionality makes them attractive, while 
the peculiar division of the concerts and ar- 
rangement of programs adapt them to all 
classes. Lovers of classical music, of popu- 
lar music, of novelties, of music by itself, or 

of music and sociality combined are alike 

gratified. 

From the present outlook the season of 
1886 will be the most successful in the series 
which the lamented George Carpenter in- 
augurated with such sanguine expectations. 
Other and no less skiliful hands have car- 
ried on his work to a most gratifying success, 
and we may now look upon the summer- 
night concerts as a permanent feature in 
our musical attractions. Lovers of music in 
Chicago will join us in the wish that noth- 
ing may interfere to prevent the annual re- 
currence. of these delightful oceasions for 
many years to come, and that Mr. Thomas 
may reap plentifully the harvest which was 
sown under such discouragements nearly 
twenty years a agp.

OUR WHEAT CROP. 

The Government report of crop conditions 
in the United States at the beginning of July 
was issued yesterday. The figures on wheat 
indieate a yield of 205, 500, 000 bushels winter 
and 126,750,000 of Spring, or a total of 422,- 
250,000 bushels, being nearly 6.2 per cent 
less than a month earlier. The figures were 
a surprise to most personsin the trade. ‘They 
had thought that the conditions which pre- 
vailed during June would not be re 
garded as anything like so unfavorable, and 
some were disposed to account for the result 
on the supposition that the well-known 
damaging weather of the first week in July 
had been taken into the reckoning by the sta- 
tisticians. 

But there is nothing in the report itself to 
justify this idea, and we are obliged to con- 
elude that its totals ought to be made the ba- 
sis for estimates of further reduction for the 
July drouth, with whatever of compensation 
may have acerned from the rainfall of the 
last three days. The effects of that dryness, 
as described in our crop dispatches, were 
very disastrous in the Northwest. The rains 
in that section, though immensely grateful to 
man and beast and of great value to the crops 
that mature later than wheat, did not come 
early enough te repair the earlier in- 
jury to that crop. They have done some 
service in filling out the growing ears, but 
without increasing their number or lengthen- 
ing the straw sufficiently to permit the ears 
to be reaped by the ordinary harvest machin- 
ery. There is, however, one point that 


should not be ignored in the comparisons by 


which some think they are justified in claim- 
ing that the spring crop is as much as 40 per 
cent short. It is the fact that the crop of 
last year in the section referred to was not 
an average one per acre. The blight that 
started in Nebraska about. twelve months 
ago extended over a large part of Minnesota 
and Dakota, making the yield a very poor 
one, and for the whole area south of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad it probably aver- 
ages nearly as well this year as last. It is 
about 15 per cent short in the Red River 
Valley (including Northern Minnesota), fully 
25 per cent short in the Jim River Valley, 
and 33 per cent short in Wisconsin, On 
this view of the case it may be argued as 
probable that the deficiency of spring 
wheat will not much exceed 30,000,000 
bushels. On the other hand we have the 
important fact that the returns from the 
thrashings of winter wheat show that it is 
turning out better than was expected up to 
ten days ago, the yield being generally a fine 
one. This may swell that part of the crop 
to nearly 90,000,000 bushels more than last 
year, or, say, a total of 415,000,000 bushels 
for both, on the most favorable estimates 


that are warranted by the facts in the case.. 


The crop can scarcely prove to be larger than 
this, and from these figures asan outside. 
tere may reasonably be presumed to be a 
leeway of some 25,000,000 bushels in the

Gaines claims to be a resident of Kings Coun- 
ty. By its terms William H. Wilder ana James 
F. Christmas of Washington, D. C., are made 
executors, and are released from furnishmg 
bonds. The terms of the will give to George 
W. Benson of Marietta, Ga., a friend, to 
the Rev. John W. Hannon, and 
to Myra Glark Gaines Mazerat, a vod- 
chiid of the deceased, $10,000 each. 
Edmund Pendleton Gaines, a stepson of Mrs. 
Gaines, is given $25,000. The will gives to 
Mrs. Virginia H. Davis, at whose house Mrs. 
Gaines was then stopping, a tract of land in the

DEAD AND UNENOWN. 
Desperate Suicide of a Comely Young Ger- 


man Woman Near Fort Lee, N. ¥.—Three | 


Bullets in Her Head. 

New Tonk, July 10.—Two strollmg mus! 
cians walking on the cliff near Fort Lee Thurs- 
day evening heard a groan from some bushes 
near by. Hurrying toward them they found a 
comely young woman lying on ber back with- 
in five feet of the edge of the clift. A little 
stream of blood was oozing from her right 
temple and a pistol was in her hand. She had 
fallen into unconsciousness by the time the 
strollers reached her, and they could not 
rouse her.

Four shots 
had been fired from the revolver, as three of 
the chambers still contained unexploded 22- 
calibre cartridges. The weapon was a new. 
— The woman was evidentiy a German, 

* years of age. She was of slender 
build, and bad light brown hair and blue eyes. 
The docton found that the dead girl would 
have become a motner in three months. She 
wore no wedding ring. On a finger of ber left 
band was a gold ring set with six small pearis, 
on either side of which were set six turquoises 
in a straightline. A gold brooch containing a 
mosaic of flowers was at ner throat. In as mall 
bag found by the woman's side was a white 
silica slate on which was written “ Eis Gerlach,” 
and in a corner beneath it “ Thirty-seventh 
street. Another line had been written be- 
neath Gerlach, but bad been scratched out. 
It is known that the woman took the Thirty- 
fourth street terryboat from New York Thurs- 
day at noon for Fort Lee.

The two strongly contrasted 
characters of the work are a young Prince 
who wanders to the island and who possesses 
a veil by means of which he can make bimseif 
invisible, and a hideous dwarf of the Caliban 
order who bas served the exiled maidens, and 
who loves ove of them with a despairing arddr. 
The dwarf steals the magical veil and beneath 
its cover woos and wins a Princess upon whom 
his heart is set. When his identity is revealed 
the of the story occurs. It would be 
improper at this juncture to express an opin- 
ion of the poetic qualities of Mr. Gubert's work, 
but it may be said that as a piece of dramatic 
composition it requires the most delicate treat- 
ment on the stage. The author has aimed at 
something above satire, and yet this little bit 
in blank verse bas a sting in it which one 
would be surprised to miss even in Mr. Gil- 
bert’s most serious work. Little that is quota- 
bie remains in memory except, perhaps, the 
one passionate speech of the dwarf when his 
subterfuge is discovered and when he vainly 
gropes for some kind of se/f-vin The 
passage begins with the simple and pathetic 
words, “A blind girl loved me once.”

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Burlesque. 

“Evangeline” will begin the seventh week 
of its run tonight at Hooley’s. Its success 
shows how ready playgoers are to patronize 
burlesque of the lightest order. For the next 
two seasons, perhaps, burlesque will enjoy 
popular favor, taking the place of farce come- 
dies, which have bad their day. There is one 
thing, however, that may be hoped for, and 
that is that in addition to the lavish expendi- 
tures that managers make in mounting such 
pieces they will exercise a truly artistic taste 
in the blending of colors in costumes and 
scenery, and will eudeavor to have the dialog 
written with wit that is contemporaneous and 
fresh. Speaking of this subject, one which is 
bound to occupy a good share of public atten- 
tion, the London Stage says: 

The phases through which that form of enter- 
tainment known as burlesque has passed are 
numerous. At one time—not very lo ago—it 
had degenerated into neither more nor less than 
a huge human show, with no purely dramatic 
raison d'etre whatever. We are gradually im- 
proving it back to its more artistic form, but the 
process of re reformation is not so rapid 
as we could desire. However, it is as well to be 
grateful for any small mercies in this respect, 
and to content ourselves with the ho that a 
class of dramatic performances which * — 
of being made in the highest sense wittily 


amu may have a future more artistic 
than i immediate past. Nearly all the 
greatest efforts of dramatists and dramatic 


artists, — their day, have provided the contem- 
porary s with matter for burlesque of a kind 
aed ine bad, or indifferent. The play itself 
was at first the thing comer gg Ae burlesqued, and, 
to our thinking, it should case now far 
more than it usually is. But the individual per- 
formances of the artists themselves soon get to 
be caricatured almost preferentially to the plays 
in which they appeare and so the matter has 
continued down to ourtime. There is this much 
to be said in extenuation of this alteration of the 
0 al province of burlesque. The public gen- 
erally are not ony too quick to — et the wit 
of a really cleverly — play, While they 
do readily accept the fun in a caricature of any 
well-known artist. 2 passing we may say that, 
contra artists themselves, when 
forming part of or an entire audience, 
ee my grasp every detail, however subtle, 

the travesty of any familiar play, 
and appear most. keenly to relish this 
form of entertainment. However, the theatrical 
performances are given for the amusement of 
the public at large—itis their taste which must 
have full consideration within all proper bounds. 
But since the taste in certain sections of the pub- 
lic is becoming daily more and more marked for 
familiarizing itself with the inner lives of theatri- 
cal people, artists themselves cannot be too care- 
ful not to lend themselves to this distorted craze. 
Nor can they be too sharply or rigidly censured 
should they do so. Burlesque caricatures are 
apt to lead the unwary artist into by-paths of 
undue personality, and itis against this that we 
would most — caution each and every 
artist who attempts to burlesque his brother or 
sister in art.

I— At 12 
o' clock today Gov. Hugh Thompson issued a 
proclamation resigning bis office as Governor 
of the State, and bis constitutional successor, 
Lieut.-Gov.

The Beautiful Grounds at Wolly Lodge 
Thronged by Three Thousand Guests, 

_ Who Enjoyed Themselves as Thoroughly 
as Patricians May—A Wonderful Display 

of Dazzling Millinery at the Ball, Which 
all the Royalties but the Queen Attend- 
ed—What the American Beauties Wore. 
Loxpox, July 10.— Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune.}—The Baroness Burdett- 
Coutts’ garden party yesterday afternoon and 
the state ball at Buckingham Palace last even- 
ing wound up the patrician week for the upper 
classes, while Henley regatta was the closing 
of the plebeian week for the masses. The day 
was autumnal. A French writer once said that 
London’s summer consists of three hot days 
and a thundershower. These are now over. 
Nearly 8.000 guests, between half-past 3 and 
sunset, stormed and occupied the picturesque 
twenty acres of the historic Coutts suburban 
retreat, centuries old, called Holly Lodge, on the 
westward slope of Highgate Hill, overiocoking 
one side of London’s forty miles square, and on 
the other the rural expanse of Berkshire. 
From the top of the slope fronting the house 
the view of the grounds, about 6 o'clock, pre- 
sented an exhilarating landscape effect. The 
trees of all kinds, whispering of tne times ot 
Queen Anne and the Georges, were decorated 
with the Burdett colors— Westminster blue. 
The far-stretchmg undulating greensward 
alternated with countless diamond-shaped 
flower-beds, and with tents ana marquees at 
convenient distances. Everywhere were 
groups of ladies with gay and varied 
dresses of ali colors and hues, carrying para- 
sols and fans that created countless prisms in 
the sunlight.

The flag of their 
National association insures to those who are 
entitled to carry it the hospitality of canoeists 
everywhere. Against the compulsory accept- 
ance of men who might win in those trial races 
by accident or pure luck and would stand al- 
most no chance of winning in the international 
contest the Regatta Committee reserved the 
right to select the three American representa- 
tives irrespective of ther results of the trial 
contests. Those trials were sailed under con- 
ditions not the most favorable to settling ques- 
tions of superiority in canoes and the manage- 
ment af them, but it is probable that the three 
men who made the best showing with their 
craft in the trials will be announced as those 
who are to sail against the Englishmen. They 
are C. B. Vaux, canoe Lassie, New York 
Canoe Club; L. O. Jones, canoe Venture,“ 
Hartford Club; Grant Edgar Jr., canoe pPeg- 
y., Newourg Club. in the trials Commodore 
Monroe—one of the best all-around canoeists 
in the country—and H. T, Sinclair of the 
Brooklyn Club did excellent work with their 
canoes **Nethia” and “Guenn,” and one of 
them may be among the three chosen by the 
committee. Vaux is one of the most skillful 
canoe sailers in the country and sails one of 
the neatest-looking boats, He has written a 
very bright book on canoeing, which every 
canoeist bas read. Grant Edgar is hardly more 
than a youngster in years. The canoe he used 
in the trial races was built mostly by bimsely, 
but from seeing it one wouldn’t suspect that 
it was the work of an amateur. = 

Nearly all the craft of the Americam mos- 
quito fleet that have been built within the last 
two or three years were of the nurrow pattera 
and carry two sails—the mainsail and dandy— 
besides a spinnaker for racing purposes. The 
length most favored is about fifteen feet and 
the fashion of the American skippers. 

The cup to be sailed for js to be a perpetual 
challenge trophy. It bas’ been already pro- 
cured, at a cost of $300, and is handsome and 
appropriate. The contest in September is to 
be in New York Bay, off the New York Canoe 
Club-House at Stapleten, and under the manage- 
ment of that club’s Regatta Committee, con- 
sisting of Commodore C. K. Munroe, C. I. 
Norton, and R. B. Burchard. The place can 
be reached in about half an hour trom this 
city by the Staten Island ferryboats and the 
rapid-transit trains. The triangular course of 
six miles can be covered by the eye from many 
points of vantage along“ the Staten Island 
shore. 

There are to be three English and three 
American contestants. Two of the Englisb- 
men already dave been selected. They are 
Baden-Powell, the man who was first to de- 
velop the canoe into an able and worthy sail- 
ing craft, and Tredwen, who is hardly less 
widely Known than Baden-Powell among the 
canoeists of the Old Worid. Probabiy the third 
man will be a brother of Tredwen, though this 
has not been settled definitly. .

Forty-five Cnildren Lost by the Capsizing 
of a Ferryboat While Going to Con-

LoxDbox. July 10.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune. A letter from Hocerad, 
Bohemia, gives full details of the catastrophe 
which recently happened at that place and 
which resulted in the drowning of nearly fifty 
people, 

The correspondent says: that seventy boys 
and girls of the neighborhood, while on their 
way to be confirmed by the Bishop of the dis- 
trict, had embarked on asmall ferry boat to 
reach the opposit shore. The river had been 
swollen by heavy rains, and when the middle 
was reached the boat began to rock. Several 
of the occupants, imecluding the boatmen, 
jumped into the river to lighten it and the jolt 
caused the craft to upset, throwing every soul 
into the water. About twenty-five managed 
to save themselves by swimming, but the re- 
maining forty-five were drowned. One-half of 


the homes in the district are rendered desoiate 
by the accident. 
Cardinal Guibert’s Approaching Funeral. 
Cardinal Guibert’s funeral is set down for Fri- 


day next io Paris. Coming thus on the heels 
of the Bastille celebration it will put Paris en

The German Budget. 

The Berlin official organs deny the report 
that the Goveroment intends to convoke the 
Reichstag in September in order to renew the 
spirit tax proposals. They say that the 
Reichstag will not meet until November. The 
vote by which the Bundesrath rejected the Ex- 
hibition bill bas created intense discontent in 
Berlin. The decision was due to the votes of 
the Deputies from Baden, Bavaria, Wurtem- 
burg, Saxony, and Brunswick, and the 
abstention from voting of the Prussian 
members. 

Prince Bismarck has submitted to the 
Bundesrath a scheme for the coinage of pieces 
of the value of 20 pfennigsa, to be composed of 
250 parts nickel and 750 parts copper, and the 
total mintage to be 5,000,000 marks.

Tha Western men’s 


A Question That Certain New-Yoskers

large or small. The absurdly inconsistent 
character of this argument can be thor- 
oughly appreciated only by going back 
to arguments used by the same 
people in the first part of June, when 
they were buying the Granger stocks. At that 
time the crops generally looked very promis- 
ings and the whole basis of the bull movement 
in these stocks was on this promising outlook. 
Mr. Armour predicted that St. Paus gross 
earnings (now about $450,000 per week) would 
so idcrease when the crop was harvested that 
they would be $1,000,000 a week for several 
weeks before the close of the year.

The Western men 
know well enough that all the damage which 
tne wheat crop has suffered is localized, and it 
is right in the section served by the St. Paul, 
Northwest, Omaba, and Manitoba Roads. 
winter-wheat crop, which was almost ripe for 
the harvest before the drouth became severe 
enough to be damaging, bas escaped injury, 
and all the injury is to the spring wheat. It 
falls, therefore, exclusively on the railroads 
which traverse the spring-wheat belt. Last 
year it was just the other way. The 
winter wheat was a disastrous failure, 
but the spring wheat came out in excellent 
shape. If any one will examine the annual re- 
ports of thefroads which serve the winter-wheat 
sections they will one and all be found to con- 
tain laments atthe loss of earnings conse- 
quent on this crop failure, The Missouri 
Pacific and Chicago & Aiton, for example, par- 
ticularly refer to their losses from this cause.

Assurediy it is useless to 
try and make people believe at this 
time, when the conditions of last year 
are reversed, that the wheat crop is of no par- 
ticular importance to these roads anybow, and 
they can do just as well with ashort crop in 
their,section as a large one. These are the 
suggestions of operators caught with large

“CORAL. 


What Its Value Depends Upon—The Four 
Important Distinctions of Color. 

The value of coral depends on its color and 
its size. The white or rose-tinted variety 
stands t in popular esteem, perhaps 
chiefly because it is the rarest. It is mostly 
found in the Straits of Messina and on some 
parts of the African and Sardinian coasts. The 
bright red coral, in which the polyps are still 
living w it is fished up, stands next in 
vaiue. sad coral has a duiler tint, and is con- 
sequently spid at alower price. Two entirely 
diferent substances bear the name of black 
coral. One of them is not, properly speaking, 
coral at all, and it is commerciaily worthless, 
ag it breaks into flakes instead of yielding 
to the knife, though it is often sold as a costly 
curiosity to foreigners. The other is 


the common red coral which has undergone a 
sea change, probably through the decom posi- 
tion of the living beings that once built and 


rope, but in India it commands high prices, 
so that large quantities of it are exported 
every year. These are the four importalit dis- 
tinctions of color, though they, of course, in- 
clude intermediate tints which rank according 
to their clearness and brilliancy, says the 
Saturday Review, The size is a still more im- 
portant matter, The thickness of the stem of 
the coral plant—we use the commercial and 
entirely unscientific expression—determines its 
price, and meny a branch of red coral is valued 
more highiy on account of its thickness than a 
smalier piece of the choicer rose color.

RIDING, 


The Different Styles of the Cowboys and 
the Cross-Country Men. 

Theodore Roosevelt in the Century: Last 
spring I bad to leave the East in the midst of 
the hunting season to join a round-up in the 
cattle country of Western Dakota, and it was 
curious to compare the totally different styles 
of riding of the cowboys and the cross-country 
men, A stock saddle weighs thirty or forty 
pounds instead of ten or fifteen, and needs an 
utterly different seat from that adopted in the 
East. A cowboy rides witn very long stirrups, 
sitting forked well down between bis high pom- 


balance. In cutting out a steer from a herd, 
in sitting a bucking broncho, in  stop- 
ping a night stampede of many hun- 
dred maddened animals, or in the per- 
formance of a hundred Other feats 
of reckless and daring horsemanship, 
the cowboy is absolutely unequaled; and 
when be has his own horse gear he sits bis an! 
mal with the grace of a centaur, and yet be is 
curioualy belpless the firat time be vets astride 
of one of the small Eastern saddies.. Last 
summer, while purchasing cattle in Iowa, one 
of my ranch foremen bad to get on an ord:- 
nary saddle to ride out of town and see a 
ranch ot steers, He is perhaps the best rider 
on the ranch, and will, without hesitation, 
mount and master beasts that I doubt if the 
boldest rider in one of our Eastern hunts 
would care to tackle; yet his uneasiness on 
the new saddie was fairly comical. At rst he 
did not dare to trot, and the last plunge of the 
horse bid fair to unseat bim: nor did he begin 
to get accustomed to the situation until the 
very end of the journey. In fact, the two 
kinds of riding are so very different that a 
man only eccustomed to one feels almost as 
In at ease when he first tries the other aa if 
he had never sat on a horse's back before. 
It is rather funny to see a man who 
osly knows one kind, and is conceited 
enough to think that that is realiy the only 
kind worth knowing, when firat he is brougbt 
into contact with the other. Two or three times 
I have known wen try to follow hounds on 
stock saddies, which are about as ill-euited for 
the purpose as they well oan be: while it is 
even more laugbabie to see some young fellow 
from the Hast or from Eaogiand, who tuinks he 
knows entirely too much about horses to be 
taught by barbarians, attempt to de cow-work 
with bis ordinary riding or hunting rig. Each 
kind is best in its own place, and the man only 
accustomed to one will at first find himself at 
a disadvantage when be tries the other. It 
must be said. however, that in all probability 
cowboys would learn to ride well across coun- 
try much sooner than the average cross-coun- 
try rider would master the dashing aud peculiar 
style of horsemanship shown by those whose 
life business it is to guard the wangering herds 
of the great Westera plains. A cavalry officer

SECOND ANNUAL REGATTA OF THE 
Farm OLUB.. 


A Start Effected by Five Boats, Two of 
Which Got in Without Assistance, Leav- 
ing Two to Enter at Their Leisure at the 
Stern of a Tug—Ring News—“ Tommy” 
Warren Matched to Fight “Jim” Col- 
Uns at Minneapolis—Miscellaneous Sport- 
ing News. 

The second annual regattaof the Pheonix 
Yacht Club came off yesterday. Five yachts 
started: two of them managed to sail over the 
prescribed course and get home; two others 
will probably get in today; the other one was 
tugged in at the end of a rope, ber deck orna- 
mented with the standing stomp of a broken 
mainmast. Two classes of yachts competed. 
The starters in Class B (first class), yachts 
over fifty and less than seventy-five feet long, 
were the Ina and the Minnie M.; Glass U (sec 


ond class), under fifty feet, Peri, Zephyr. and 
little steamer Welcome car 
ried the judges and guests, sumber- 
ing about thirty. one-third being 
ladies. A fleet of yachts, which’ included 
the Wasp, Harry Burke, Idler, Sadie, and 
Frolic accompanied the competitors over part 
of the course. The course was through the 
opening in the breakwater opposit Van Buren 
street, thence southeast around a stake-boat 
fixed about three miles east of the Dougias 
monument, about five miles from the starting 
point, theace north around the erib, thence to 
the starting point—about fifteen miles, The 
judges were BE. Barnard, P. C. Bradley, and G. 
McConnell, with Joseph Ruff as timekeeper. 
ö landed on the 
breakwater about 1 o'clock and the signal-gun 
tired to make ready.“ The wind was oorth- 
east by north, bios lug direotly towards the 
city, and was pretty stiff. The Zephyr, owned 
by the four brothers Hennessy and 
sailed by two of them, crossed the 
line at 1:29 p. m. A minute 
later the Ima followed, with her owner, Com- 
modore Tim Bradley, at the rudder. 
ing closely came the Peri, steered by her 
owner, Capt. McDonnell. Ten seconds later 
the Minnie M. passed, with one of ber owners, 
the brothers Miller, holding the rudder. Last 
of all came the Clio. The Minnie M. went 
along beautifully for about tour miles and then 
ber mainmast snapped in two about ten feet 
from the top and the whole rigging ’ tumbled 
into the lake.

“stake. best they must have been in a state 
of mental fog. This is their normal condition, 
and hence, with the instincts of children, they 
are accustomed to fall back upon authority, 
but in this case the authority was d- 
vided. Mr. Gladstone and Mr. Morley said 
one thing; Lord Hartington, Mr. Bright, and 
Mr. Chamberlain said directly the opposit 
thing. What was the poor, 
voter todo? Manifestly stay away from the 
polis, as scores of thousands of Liberals did, or 
else listen to the flagrantly dishonest state- 
ments of Unionist demagogs and vote upon 
the fictitious-issue. Evidence is obtainable on 
every hand that this was the plight of the agri- 
cultural laborer. He either preterred to work 
on the farm—and work just now is particularly 
urgent—and thus deciined to vote at all, or be 
followed plausibie schemers like Mr. Collings 
to the polls in the Laith that otherwise his 
interests would suffer.

grown up under the shadow of Mr. Gladstone's 
greatness and have been accustomed to speak 
as bis trusty lieutenants. The Tories them- 
selves did not dare to be so egregiously men- 
dacious, perbaps from the fact that they have 
less contact with the proletariat, perhaps de- 
cause they lacked the necessary imagination. 
The success and shame of this campaign alike 
belong to Radical traitors. 

In some of the minor phases the result is not 
altogether unsatisfactory. Sir George Trevel- 
yan's grizzly scalp has been added today to the 
topknots of Mr. Goschen, Mr. Kinnear, Mr. 
Mitchell Henry, Mr. Brand, Mr. Jenkins, and 
Sir John Rameden, which hang on the portcui- 
lis of Hawarden Castle, and Albert Grey's must 
inevitably follow.

tory certain. The Irish leaders here feel very 
confident that the country will remain 
quiet. They are helped to this belief 
largely by the intelligent and temperate 
comments of the Irish-American press and 
largely by the fine good sense with which Ire- 
land bas accepted the momentary reverse and 
has calmly seen ber way through it to future 
success. There is not even as much disap- 
pointment there’ as was naturally expected. 
Every body is sanguine that tne next fight will 
mark progress. Mr. Sexton's triumph in Bel- 
fast and the practical tie in Derry have as- 
sisted in preserving this spirit of equanimity. 
As Mr. Gladstone said long ago, as soon as 
Ireland showed a disposition steadily to elect a 
great majority of Nationalists, that moment 
the satisfaction of the national aspirations 
became a constitufionail necessity. The one 
splendid thing in the present result is the 
showing that Ireland can hold her own on 
short@@tice against even a Tory-W big alliance.

A VETERAN DANCING-MASTER, 


The Companion of Ellsler and Lola Montez 
und the Tutor of De Rosa. 

Philadelphia Press: George W. Smith, who 
has for sixty-five years, as boy and man, lived 
in Philadelphia, has managed to dance himself 
into a comfortable living and into the good 
graces not only of the thousanas of profes- 
sionals who have come in contact with him, 
but of the leaders ot society who are indebted 
to him for grace of deportment and a dis- 
tinguished air. The veteran Smith in 1832, 
when many of the great men of the present 
day were infants in their niothers’ arms, com- 
menced his life of toil as a dancer. His first 
essay was as a clog, hornpipe, and flatfloot 
dancer, and he soon made himself a name for 


‘his grace and nimbieness in all the theatres 


then in this city and in the principal amuse- 
ment resorts of New York. 

In 1840 the great and only Fanny Ellsler 
came to this country, and she proposed to show 
the natives of America what a ballet d'action 
was as performed in Europe to the satisfaction 
of all the crowned heads of the Eastern Hemi- 
sphere. Fanny Elisier brought over a male 
dancer with her, but she wanted two, and 
search was made all over America for a man 
of sufficient agility and grace to assist in 
revels of the then queen of elegance and m 
tress of the poetry of motion.“ The man was 
found in young Smith, who was alreddy famous 
as astep dancer. The ballet- masters of Fanny 
Elisier took him in hand and soon pronounced 
him well qualified to perform with the great 
artiste, aud he did so with great success. From 
this time Smith became the representative fig- 
ure dancer and bailet-master of America. All 
the great companies who gave pantomime and 
ballet were incomplete witbout him and he 
was kept in continua! work all over the Unite 
States. With the Ravels at the Astor Piace 
Opera-House, long before the Macready riots, 
he played harlequin and first lover. Here he 
associated with the celebrated sisters, Victorine 
and Celestine Franck ana the great panto- 
mimist Espinosa. 

In 1848 the notorious Spenish beauty, Lola 
Montez, came to try her fortune in America, 
and Smith supported her in all ber great 
feeries for two seasons. His opinion of this 
celebrated woman is that she was no dancer, 
bat that her success was more from cur:osity, 
considertng the fame of her relauons with the 
royal potentates of Europe. 

Since 1848 George Smith has worked steadily 
and has appeared in nearly every theatre in the 
States. He traveled onceto the West Indies, 
but be has never been to Europe. The ereat 
scenic productions and ballet representations 
for the last twenty-five years, up to the last 
few years, at the Walnut, at the Arch, and at 
both the Chestnut-street houses have all been 
given under his guidance, and down to the 
present day he is represented. The Little 
Tycoon etaging was aided by bis experi- 
ence and § personal superintendence and in 
the representauuon of the Black Crook at 
the Wainut the two great and charming bai- 
lerina Miles. de Rosa and Albertina Flint are 
pupils of the veteran and are largely indebted 
to him for the graces they display to an ad- 


‘miring public. Aruwold Kiraify also learned 


many of bis greatestefforts from the sugges- 
tions of Smith. To those who knew bim and 
can get bim into a talkimg mood he is a vast 
storebouse of interesting dramatic lore and 
adventure. He invariably winds up, however, 
with the remark: Ban, there is no dancing 
nowadays, it is only antics. Like myself, it 
bas died out and is no more.“

A New Power in Politics. 

Sheridan Shook applies business methods to 
politics. He remains under cover sometimes 
for years, watching the situation like a Wall- 
streeg speculator. When he does come to the 
front be usually wins. He backs his judgment 
with his money, and has won large sums in 
election wagers. He always keeps his head. 
No tidal wave of enthusiasm ever carries him 
from bis feet. He rarely opens his mouth, 
and when he does it is only to tried and 
intimate friends. He has ideas of his 
own and frequently impresses them upon 
the party organization without reference to 
the plans of putative leaders. In making po- 
litical deals he equals Thurlow Weed. He 
makes no mistake in his men, and he is never 
cheated. He has heid office twice, once as Su- 
pervisor, and again as Collector of Internal 
Revenue in the richest district in the United 
States. From this he was ousted through the 
machinations of Joshua, F. Bailey, a pharasaic- 
al reformer, who succeeded him. Within a 
year afterward Bailey fled to Brazil, a defaalt- 
er to the extent of nearly $500,000. This was 
under Grant’s Administration. Shook has a 
long memory, and he never forgets his friends. 
He turned up in Ohicago in 1880 dead against 
the third-term men, and the defeat of Grant 
was partiy due to his efforts. 

When in the city, Shad, as his friends call 
aim, puts up at the Morton House.

The Wall Street Market. 

With the exception of the unexpected ad- 
vance in the price of Western U®ion and 
wheat there was nothing of interest to record 
from Wali street. The week is still a half- 
holiday one, and mostot the wealthiest opera- 
tors remain out ot town.

Although there, too, are branch offices and 
private wires in pienty, the resort is quite near 
to the city, and its patrons are vrincipally 
members of the German and Hebrew Wail 
street firms whodoa great deal of arbitrage 
business and whose European transac 
tions compel them to be at their city offices, 
every delay in the delivery of cables or let- 
ters being liable to cost some money.

How to Impress Those About You with the 
Belief that You Are a Critic—The Proper 
Poses and Accompanying “ Business” for 
the Various Composers—Simple Rules 
That Everyone Can Remember and 
Easily Master.

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_ \PHOUSANDS BY STEAMER: 


THE LAKE PASSENGER BUSINESS FROM 


CHICAGO WHICH STILL SURVIVES. 

Present Water Routes and the People Who 
Utilize Them—The Passenger Lines from 
the City—Changes in the Business—Rates 
to Different Points on the Great Inland 
Seas—The Boats and Scenes at the Va- 
rious Docks. , 

When people say, as they do occasionally, 
that railroads carry all the passengers from 
Chicago now and that there is no more travel 
by steamer they make a mistake. There is a 
great deal of traveling by steamer from Ch 
cago, and the outlook is that there will be 
rather an increase than a decreese. The law 
of business has made itself feit, the passenger 
trade of the boats has been cut down to its 
proper relative dimensions as compared with 
that of the railroads, and the natural increase, 
with augmented populauon, is coming to each. 
The average person asked who travels by boat 
from Chicago would answer, Notody.“ Yet 
many thousands of people juke boat from Cui- 
caro yearly; there are ticket offices and clean- 
ly docks along the river, and the sight of the 
departure of a passenger steamer is by no 
means dull or uninteresting. ee 

Of the travel by iake referred to it may be 
said, primarily, that, with the exception of the 
business of a single line, it is confined to Lake 
Michigan, In old times the steamers ran all 
around the lakes. All that is changed now. 
The steamers of one line pass the Island of 


Mackinaw; the others have routes only here 
and there along the shores of or across the in- 
land sea in which Chicagoans feel such proper 
pride. . 
The steamers which, from Chicago, pass 
Mackinaw, all go to Duluth. They 
. boats of the Lake Michigan & Lake Superior 
Transportation Company, and are five in num- 
ber, the Peerless, City of Duluth, Jay Gould, 
J. U Hurd, and City of Fremont. The two 
first mentioned are of 1,280 tons burden, the 
others are a little smaller. All are pow- 
erful propellers, and are equipped for 
passenger traue. There is another steamer 
-of this Une, but it does only way 
business between Lake Superior ports, the 
five attending to all the Chicago trade. The 
dock of this company is beste the Washing- 
ton street tunvel, and at this season of the 
year the scene when a steamer departs is a 
busy one. It is the time of pleasure trips to 
the North, and berths must be secured in ad- 
vanee by those who seek the water route. The 
five boats have not quite enough accommoda- 
tion for all the travel in midsummer. but, as it 
Talls off rapidly early in the season, it has not 
been considered a profitable thmg to put on 
ah extra boat for the service. That will come 
in a year or two. The total of travel by boat 
to Lake Superior is much nearer what it was 
before railroads than is the case with a steam- 
boat im any other direction. The trip 
from jeago to Duluth by rail is not 
particularly attractive; that by steamer is-de- 
cidedly so. There are Mackinaw and the sichts 
Ot the Sault and tie wonders of Superior to be 
seen by the latter route. Besides, the great 
majority of those who go to Lake Superior at 
this season g for pleasure, and those who can 
afford to go summering can also usually afford 
to lose a little time. It is not a particularly 
cheap trip. Rates are higher than formerly, 
when there was more travel and when compe- 
tition was possible. A round-trip ticket to 
Duluth from Chicago costs $40: to Bayfield, 
$34; to Houghton or Hancock, $27; to Mar- 
‘quette, ; to Sault Ste. Marie, $18; and to 
Mackinaw, $13. Of course these rates include 
berths and meals, and as the passenger who 
makes the round trip, say to Duluth, 
is on the steamer almost two weeks it 
at least costes him little more than he would 
The board 
on these steamers—indeed, on all the lake 
\steamers—is excellent; theré would be no ex- 
cuse for the companies were it otherwise, with 
all the facilities possessed for getting what is 
good, from Chicago meats to Michigan peaches, 
— Lake Superior whitefish fresh from the net. 
or-any other of the edible things of a great 
region, all at their best. ; 

The Lake Superior line connects at Mack- 
inaw and Sault Ste. Marie with boats which 
never enter Lake Michigan, but which run 
‘from Lake Superior to Detroit, Cleveland. and 

Buffalo, and other places on the lower lakes. 
The Chicagoan who goes to Buffalo by water has 

therefore now to make one transfer. The ficet 
of the Lake Superior Transit Company be- 
tween Duluth and Buffalo is made up largely 
Ot boats once running from Chicago—sucb as 
the Idaho, China, Japan, and others of that 
type. Duluth drew them away from here with 
her increasing flour and grain trade, and so, 
as trade went, did the accommuvdations for the 
passenger business. 

“How many passengers do you carry ina 
year now, and how does it compare with the 

t?” was asked of the management of this 

Superior Line. 

“We carry, roughly speaking, 10,000 or 
11,000 passengers. The business is more near- 
ly what it was at its best than is usually the 
case with steamboat lines, and it is growing,” 
Was the reply. When railroads first began to 
cut into lake travel Lake Superior had not yet 
become a popular summer resort. There was 
littie to lose.”’ 

The steamboat line best known to Chicagoans 
nowadays is probably that of the Goodrich 
Transportation Company. The offices and 
dock of the company are just east of the Rush 
street bridge, on the south side of the river, 
and here the scene is always lively. There are 
seven of the Goodrich steamers—the Sbeboy- 
@au, Chicago, Muskegon, Corona, Menominee, 
City of Ludington, and De Pere. To these, as 
a sort of a tender,sbould be added the tug Arctic, 
the mission of which isto break away ice, some 
of the Goodrich boats plying along the west 
shore throughout the entire winter. Ot the 
seven steamers four are side-wheel boats and 
three propellers. In a general way the com- 
bany may be to operate three routes, one 
extending up ad down the west shore 
of Lake Michigan away to the north 
as far as Escanaba, another across 
the lake to Grand Haven and®Muskegon and 
still another across the lake but further to the 
northeast, reaching Ludington, Manistee, anu 
other points in their vicinity. The trips of 
these boats are fast and the number of people 
carried yearly—no excursions being consid- 
ered—is probably nearly 30,000. The sight at 
the Goodrich docks recalis the old days of 
steamboat travel. Women witb baby-carriages 
are there, the horse which refuses to be led 
aboard is there, the stevedore wheeling the 
crate of cabbages over the fat man’s toes is 
there. and the second mate with leather lungs 
“and his unconceaied opinion of the way the 
deckbands are moving is there all ¢he time. 
The locomotive has killed off a great deal of 
the „ but not ali of it. Of fares on the 
Goodrich Line it may be said that they are at 
least tolerabiy high. The fare to Escanaba is 
$7: to Ludington, $4.50; to Manistee, $4.50: to 
Grand Haven, $3; to Muskegon, $3: to Mil- 
waukee, $2; to Racine, $1.50; and to other 
lake points in proportion. 

The two principai steamboat lines of the 
city have been thus referred to, and those tnat 
remain are small ones., some of them with but 
a simgie steamer in service. From ber little dock 
a block abore the Goodrich Line starts daily 
— 14 — Lora, plying between Chicago 

a St. Joseph. There were two boats on this 
line last summer, but one was taken off and 
the Lora does a great business. There is a 

teady traffic and dt has become quite 

& fashion with Chicagoans to cross the 
lake and spend Sunday in the Michigan town. 
fare on the Lora is $1 each way. The 
Northern Michigan Line has two boats, which 
run to points on the east shore near the foot of 
the lake. The propeller St. Joe runs to South 
Heaven and Saugatuck, the Douglas to Sauga- 
tuck, the R. B. Taylor to Michigat? City, and 
there are other independent boats which do, 
apparently, a good passenger as well as freight 
business, operated like the group above men- 
tioned. There are a number of excursion 
steamers which also apparently make moncy. 
It is doubtful though if all the passenger-boats 
“operating from this port exceed thirty in 
number, and the total number of passen-

On 
the rocks above the dreamy water is the castle. 
Nosign of warder or warrior, of lovers or 
beasts intrude upon the enchanted solitude. 
When diffident painters consent to give the 
rein to their imaginations all are very grateful 
to them, for they have surteited the world 
with well-done commonplaces. 

One of the best local marine painters is Mr. 
Poulsen, aman who paints because be must, 
because it is the life of his life. and the one 
thing desirable. He is an old sea Captain, and 
he knows the sea in all her moods. He paints 
a vessel with a positive affection. When be 
pictures one in distress, ber sails torn, her 
masts broken, drifting into the murky and 
mysterious clouds of a storm, he does it witha 
touch so forcible, so tragic, that in looking at it 
the heart tightens and the breath comes faster. 
This artist works ail night as a watchman to 
support his femily. In the day he steals hours 
from sleep to give to his beloved art. Mr. 
Thurber will exhibit shortly two new pieces by 
Brooks of California. Among the best of his 
new things are the black and white reproduc- 
tions of The Communicants.” . 

Mr. Kretebmar the artist is engaged upon a 
relief which has a scene from .Evangeline for 
its subject. A boat, filled with half-naked In- 
dians, in the centre of which stands Evange- 
line, is shooting down a lagoon which narrows 
at the middie distance but in the background 
appears to tztreteh out broad and languorous. 
An atmosphere of silence, yastness, and sus- 
pense pervades the scene, und involuntarily 
the eye searches among the trees as Evange- 
line's does for the smoke of Gabriel's camp- 
fire. This relief is one of the most bonest 
pieces of work of its class. No @bterfuge is 
used to deceive the eye by raising the figures 
far above the level. ‘The perspective, which is 
very broad and free, depends upon the draw- 
ing alone. Indeed, it has been treated exactly 
asif it were acanvas, and that crowded ap- 
pearance which so many reliefs have is absent. 

The artists of the city feel that the exposi- 
tion committee is domg them no more than 
bare justice this year. They claim that home 
wares have so long been depreciated and so 
frequently crowded out that 1 is high time they 
were given an opportunity to show the stuff 
they are made of. They resent the idea that it 
is a privilege to be allowed to hang their work 
upon these public walls. The frames, which 
are often expensive, are apt to be seriously in- 
jured, and occasionally are quite ruined. They 
have to stand the expense of packing and ex- 
pressing all for the sake of being criticised by 
affected amateur picture-purcbasers because 
they are prophets in theirown country. Yet, 
as they feel the compliment paid them in 
throwing open the galleries to them and ex- 
cluding their foreign rivals their due, they 
mean to accept it gracefully.

. Opened in the Slums of South Clark Street 


by the Woman’s Christian Temperance 

Union—Good Beds at a Low Rate. 

A most practical charity was opened last 
week under the auspices of the Central Wom- 
an's Christian Temperance Union. The Be- 
thesda Inn, as it is called; occupies the large 
double building at Nos. 408 and 410 Clark 
street. The object is to furnish at the lowest 
price possible cleanly and comfortable lodging 
The first floor contains four dormi- 
tories, fitted up with double rows of cots. The 
beds are new, the mattresses springy, and the 
linen fresh snd white. In fact, even at mid- 
day they presented a most sleep-woo- 
me appearance. These beds rent at 
15 cents a night, but in addi tion 
evety lodger has the free use 
of the baths in the basement. There one can 
indulge in baths—hot, cold, or douche—as his 
taste inclines. The lodgers who frequented 
the inn during the last week were so tempted 
by the water that it was found necessary to 
limit the bath hours from 6 p..m. to 11 p. m. 
Those not lodging at the house are admitted to 
the baths at a charge of five cents. 

On the third floor of the inn are a number of 
small rooms, containing four cots, a closet, 
and aset of drawers. These rooms are in- 
tended for those who desire a greater privacy 
than the Gormitories afford, or a party of 
friends. A number of them are already rented 
by the week, The charge is the same as that 
made for beds in the dormitories. 

Four free reading-rooms have been fitted up 
with tables and easy-chairs. They are supplied 
with the daily and weekly papers and the lead- 
ing magazines. Writing material is furnished 
free to those desiring it. The inn will be able 
to accommodate 250 guests when all the ar- 
rangements are completed. Any sober man 
who entertains no rigorous objections to ciean- 
liness is accepted as a lodger, and upto this 
time the matron asserts that the guests have 
been with hardly an exception decent and 
well-behaved. Although the inn is now sup- 
ported by the funds furnished by the Central 
W. C. T. U. u is thought that it will soon be 
on a self-supporting basis. ö 

There are no religious services except tho 
rites to cleanliness that are held from 6to 11 
P. m. in the basement. During the few days 
that it has been open the inn has furnished 
— for between fifty and sixty men every 
night.

How the Thing Is Worked by Those Who 
Are the Friends of the Poor Man—Cut- 


throat Agreements Which Have but One 


Side to Them, and That Side the Deal- 
er’s—The Immense Trade Carried On in 
the Matter of Selling Goods on Time. 

The furniture of a small flat in a dingy three- 
story brick building on the West Side was be- 
ing carried down the narrow stairway and piled 
up in an express-wagon on the street. Up in 
the flat a man who wore a constable’s star was 
superintending the work. The parlor furniture 
—hair-cloth chairs and sofa, pier-giass, and 
marbie-top tablie—were already on the street. 
Tne cheap, gaudy carpet was littered with 
showy Christmas and birthday cards, which 
bad ornamented the mirror, In one corner 
including a Bible, a 
„Duchess novel, and a child’s picture-book, 
were carelesly thrown together. In another 
was a little pile of visiting-cards, emptied a 
moment before from the card-basket which 
had stood on the table. In another was & 
broken doll and a gilt birthday mug. Over 
the doorway hung a printed motto, God Bless 
Our Home.“ From a room in the rear came 
the sound of violent weeping. 

“This is the hardest case I see for some 
time, said the constable. “I’ve knowed Jim 
since he was a kid; he was allers a steady, 
good boy, Jim was. An’ I’ve knowed bis wife 
since they was keepin’ company. She was a 
dandy girl—purtier n a picture, and of good 
stock. It's tough to be throwed out on the 
street for a few dollars, ain't it?’’ 

“ Chattel-mortgage man, I suppose!“ 

“Naw. Wuss. Time-furniture man— that's 
what. The chattel-mortgage man gives a man 
a show it be thinks he'll get his money. He 
don’t want your old things, anyhow—the 
money-lender don’t—but just wants to threaten 
to take them an’ squeeze thé cent-per-center 
outen you like a orange. An’ he’s afeard o' 
you newspapers gettin’ after him wth your talk 
about robbin’ the widders an’ orpbans an’ all 
that wash. Al he wants is his money——”" 
Here the constable extended his left palm and 
proceeded to demonstrate case 
with the aid of his index finger. 
“All he wants is his money—see? 
Very well. What does the time-furniture man 
want? He wants his money, too, you'll say. 
Mebbe. Mebbe not. [Here tne constable 
winked a huge wink.| Suppose you was a 
time-furniture man? ery well. I buy $200 
worth of furniture off of you at $20 a month, 
$35 down. I pay you reg’iar until I bave ail 
paid but about $30—you chargin’ up interest 8 
per cent right along. I get busted cold—wife 
sick, child dead, seif out of work, scarlet-fever 
in the house, fall and break my leg, or any 
like misfortune that may happen any man— 
what then? The money is due. The time man 
says he wants it bad an’ must git it. The less 
I have the money the more does be want it— 
every time. He comes down day and date at 
time appointed and seizes the whole $200 worth 
for his an’ I'm not left a cent’s worth to 
show for all I've paid bim. He doesen’t need 
any law or form, but an express wagon to cart 
the stuff away. He forecloses on the mort- 
gage signed by me, an’ I can’t go back on my 
handwritin’.”’ 

„Does not the law compel him to sell the 
goods at apction and deduct only his own 
claim fromm the proocceds?”’ 

Nav, it don’t. He has a clause in his 
mortgage public or private sale’—an’ he 
private-sales the stuff to himself for what you 
are nue him an’ costs—and it’s a cold day when 
the costs ain't bigger’n tite bill. Orif he sends 
to an auction-room, what then? Do you think 
there's any square auctions there? Naw-—they 
couldn't live if there was, them auction- rooms 
couldn’t. They buy the stuffin at what they 
like. You can’t bid up your own stuff—firstly,® 
because you don’t know which is yours, an’ if 
you do they'll swear you out of it, and prove 
up you bid on something else; and, secondly, 
you don’t have the money to bid.or you 
wouldn't be there at all. Sometimes the time 
man will offer to put the furniture in storage 
for you, and then you have to sign a contract 
that if the storage charges are not paid at date 
you relinquish all claims to the goods, an’ soon 
you find the charges are about as big 
as the time payments you couldn't pay, for 
they can charre what they please. Very well. 
The time man gets your furniture for the littie 
balance due, dusts it up, polisnes it a bit, and 
there it is—spick and span and new as ever for 
the next time customer. People who buy on 
time don’t get what they pick, you understand. 
Say you're buying on time an’ picking out the 
things you want. You look at a marble-top 
chamber set, price $50. ‘I'll take that, says 
you. ‘All right,” says the furniture man, 
marking itdown on his book. He won't send 
you that set, though. but one that’s an imita- 
tion of it, an’ mebbe a shined-up second-handed 
know. There's no use you 
kickin’ after the goods is sent to you.“ 

By this time the carpet, and beds, and cook- 
ing-range, and kitchen utensiis bad all been 
dragged down-stairs. The constabie and his 
men departed. The weeping woman was left 
with her two children in the dismantied flat 
without vestage of furniture, 

„We have paid $15 a month regularly, ex- 
cept the last two payments, she said. Jim 
got thrown outof work in May, and we bad 
nothing to live on, let alone vay for the fur- 
niture. He is nowtrylng to earn a littie as a 
canvasser for life-insurance, but it is of no 
use. Monday he earned $1.50; ‘luesday and 
Wednesday he earned nothing, and came home 
last night quite hopeless. God only knows 
what we are to do. We have paid over $100 on 
that furniture, and that 1s lost, too.“ 

From all this itseemed as though the time“ 
business would bear some investigation. The 
result of this investigation shows: 

1. That sellers on time charge exorbi- 
tant profits. 

2. That they protect their sales with iron- 
olad chattel-mortgages and judgment-notes 
on the goods sold. 

3. That they systematically override and vio- 
late the laws for the protection of the unfortu- 
nate debtors. * 

4. That a large proportion of time payments 
are forfeited owing to the inability of the pur- 
chasers to carry out their legal obligations. 

5. That as a general rule buying on time is 
a bad thing for the purchaser.. 

Regarding the profits charged by the time 
men one who spoke by the card said: 

“There can be no question but that the 
‘time’ profits are outrageous. It would be 
better -foraman to live inatub, like old 
Diogenes, and buy what he wanted as he could 
spare the money than take goods from the 
best time manin the city. Take pianos, for 
example. Standard piands (those that have 
taken gold medals at Iuternational Expositions 


are called ‘standard ’) can be bought Wholesale 


at $150. They can be bought retail for 
cash at $250. They are sold at $400 
on time—$100 down and monthly payments 
of $25 to $40 tor the balance, with 8 
per cent interest. I have been offered pianos 
by a New York firm at $115 to retail at $300 or 
as much more as I could get. I knew of a case 
where a man bought a piano on time at $300. 
He bad paid $200 of the amount, and the piano 
man bad seized it for the baiance. The owner 
of the piano appealed to a money-lender, who 
paid off the balance of $100 and took a mort- 
wage On the piano. Now, that same piano was 
one ot those I can buy new at $115 in New 
York. The piano-dealers are bound by agree- 
ment not to sell for less than a fixed sum—the 
same as the sewing-machine people—but if one 
has the cash to put down that agreement is 
easily evaded. The time system leads people 
to extravagance. I venture to assert that there 
are twenty pianos now purchased for every 
one there would be if it were not for the time 
system. Of course it is a good thing for a man 
to get a piano in his home—it indicates a posi- 
uon in society, a churacter to be supported, 
and it is in the line of refinement 
and culture, and that sort of thing—you catch 
on? But a poor man has no call for a piano, 
whatever his grown daughter may think. It 
istime enough to bay it when he can pay 
cash. Then there’s organs—they are what 
catch the country folk. The fences may be 
Gown, the roof dropping in, and the credit ac 
count ciosed at the village grocery, but the 
family has an organ nevertneless. The orran- 
drummer bas gotten in his hooks and sold one 
of his instruments on easy payments. He 
sells it at $85 to $100, out of which be gets 
The cost to the dealer 
ie $25, and the retail price fer cash is $50 to 
$55. The piano and organ men charge 8 per 
cent on the time notes and are able to discount 
these at the dank, so that the sale to them is 
practically as good as if it were for cash. 
“Asto the prices charged for furniture: 
Woveh-wire mattresses cost $1.75 prior to May 
1 and $2 now, less 5 per cent discount. They 
are retailed at $2.75 for cash; the time men 
charge $4 to $5. Whitewood bedsteads cost

»In better-class furniture the profits are 
even larger. Parlor suits costing $90 and sold 
for cash at $175 are sold on time at $250. Big 
profits are necessary on good furniture the 
turn over isso slow. There's nothing of this 
class sold, even for cash, on less than about 
100 per cent profit, except carpets. The busi- 
ness only lasts a season and the expenses are 
big, so that big profits are necessary. Exten- 
sion tables, for instance, that cost $14. cannot 
be bought for cash for less than $28 to $35, and 
the time price 1s larger in proportion.“ 

“What proportion of bousesdo you think 
are furnished on the time system?“ 

„Well, four fifths of all the boarding-houses 
for a starter. Probably one-half or more of 
all the houses in the second and third class 
residence districts are furnished the same 
way.“ * 0

of a ten-room or twelve-room house; I want to 
discover what the saving is Over the time sys- 
tom.

The time business has grown to enormous 
proportions in this city. Most anything can 


de had on time, and in some articles—sewing- 
machines, for example—the time or long- 


credit price is the only price quoted to a would- 
be purchaser—that is, time is the rule, cash 
the exception. Sewing-machine dealers have 
a league, by the rules of which any one break- 
ing the fixed price bas to pay $50 forfeit to the 
society on each machine so reduced. Sewing- 
machines cost, say, $20 wholesale and are re- 
tailed at $50 to $60 on time, with 5 percent off 
for cash. If the dealers were allowed they 
would sell for cash at $380 to $35, but the 
time system and the big commissions 
paid drumming and collecting agents 
keep the prices up. Then again, if 
the agent seizes the machine owing 
to failure to meet one of the parments—a ma- 
chine, say, that you have paid $35 on and still 
have to pay $15—it will be sent to a broker's 
shop and sold at auction for $5. The sale isa 
fraud, but you cannot help that. The maa 
who sold it to you, and who has your $35, buys 
the machine in, pays the auction man a littie 
commission, and then sells tbe machine over 
— at the full price on the time plan as be- 
ore. 

The peddlers or canvassing agents on the 
time plan are got to be a nuisance. They in- 
duce one’s wife to buy things at four times 
their value that are of no use on earth—mere- 
ly because they can be paid for at 25 or 50 
cents a week, which your wife tells you Wil 
never be missed.“ I found a new Bible on the 
table the other evening, and I came nearly 
firing it out of the window. It bad a plush 
over and was interlarded with pictures— 
copies of engravings a century old. 

„What did it cost, my dear?’ I asked, a 
smile on my face and murder in my Leart. 

“* Fifty cents a week, love, and isn’t it a 
beauty?’ says my wife. 

“TI found out that that blessed woman of 
mine had agreed to pay $10 for a Bible which 
I can buy at $3.50 wholesale, and which is an 
eyesore under any circumstances. 

But pleted siiveware is the agents’ big 
hold. Castors that cost $1.50 are sold at $4, 
$5, or $6—25 cents a week. Recently a whole- 
sale jeweler bas sent out some regiments of 
agents tosell gold watches on time. Any man 
of good character earning a salary can get a 
showy watch for about $40 by paying $5 down 
and $1 a week afterwards—said watch costing 
tho jeweler $15 to $16. Clocks costing $3 are 
peddied at $8 each on time, and the same rate 
holds good in most everything bought the 
same way. 

“The time system, however, has its advan- 
tages. If a young couple have no money. and 
must get married it is better to buy alittle 
furniture on time than live in a boarding- 
house. But better still would it be to ive iu a 
$1 a week room until they can save something 
to begin housekeeping on—no matter how lit- 
tle. But girls who marry don’t care to live 
in a $1 a week room, and so the time man has 
to be called on.” 

One of the provisions clipped from a time 
furniture-dealers mortgage is as follows: 

And if the money hereby secured, or any part 
thereof, is not duly paid, at the time or times, 
and according to the conditions above set forth, 
then the said mortgagee, or his attorney or agent, 
or his heirs, executors, administrators, or as- 
signs, may, by virtue hereof, and without any 
suit or process of law, immediately enter and 
take possession of said goods and chattels, and 
sell and dispose ofithe same at public or private 
sale, and after satisfying the amount due, and all 
expenses, the surplus, if any remain, shall be 
paid over to said mortgageor or his heirs and 
assigns. 

The following is clipped from a piane-dealer’s 
„time mortgage: 

I am to retain possession of said property until 
default shall be made in the payment of said 
sums (insuring against loss by fire), but if I fail 
to make any of the payments with interest there- 
on, attimes above specified, or shall attempt to 
sell or remoye said property from the premises 
or town above mentioned, without written con- 
sent of the mortgagees, or if at any time they 
or their assigns shall feel themselves insecure, 
then they or their assigmg may declare the entire 
amount due and take posession of said property 
and sell the same at auction, on giving ten days’ 
notice by advertisement in a newspaper; or by 
private bargain without advertisement at such price 
as they may deem proper, and after deducting the 
amount due them, interest thereon as above, ex- 
pense, including costs of sale, pay to me the 
overplus, if any, on demand, at their place of 
business.

 LAKESIDE SANITARIUM. 


SPLENDID WORK FOR THE BABIES BY 
A NOBLE SOUTH SIDE WOMAN. 


How the Little Ones Are Given Clean 
Clothes and Fresh Air Till Their Droop- 
ing Spirits Revive—All Sorts of Visitors 
to the Resort—How It Is Supported— 
Faithfal Nurses Helping Hard- Working 
Mothers — Babies Practically Brought 
Back to Life—A Deserving Institution. 

At the foot of Twenty-fifth street and a few 
hundred feet from the sands of the lake shore 
stands the Lakeside Summer Sanitarium,” 
an establishment devoted to the building up 
of babies’ constitutions. The building is de- 
cidedly unpretentious, but is comfortable, 
commodious, well adapted to the purpose 
for which it was constructed. There isa cov- 
ered space a couple of bundred feet in length 
with a dormitory at one end and miniature 
kitchen, bath-room, and dispensary at the oth- 
er. The Sanitarium was established four years 
ago, and is an instituton whose fundamental 
idea ig that, if babies are worth baving, they 
are worth taking care of. The very poor,“ 


says Charles Lamb, do not bring up their | 


children; they drag them up.“ and to little 
ones in process of being dragged through 
childhood to years of discretion such a place 
is a blessing. | 


The matron and leading spirit of the Sant 
tarium is Mrs. Schoeneman, a pleasant-faced 
German woman of middie age. She has pre 
sided over the institution since it was origi- 
nated, ana her work bas been entirely a labor 
of love. The place is supported almost entirely 
by gratuities conferred by cbaritably inclined 
ladies, although the donations frequently are 
inadequate to the light expenses, and 
then the worthy matron must, needs 
set forth to solicit alms for her numer- 
ous small charges. An effort is 
being made to make the Sanitarium 
self-supporting, in a measure, and those ba- 
bies receiving its benefits who can pay any 
small sum are usked to do so. The babies who 
most need the advantages are those whose par- 
ents are unable to pay auything, even the 10 
cents a day which would often be acceptable. 
Out of a seore of children,“ said Mrs. Schoe- 
neman, “there are perhaps three or four 
whose parents “an pay trom 10 cents to a balf- 
dollar a day. it does not amount to much, 
but it assists in defraying the necessary er- 
peu ses.’’ 


— 
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The work done by this modest charity is 
excelient and worthy of substantial support. 
The idea upon which it is founded is so admir- 
abie that it is to be regretted that financial aid 
cannot be given to further the cause and 
make the labors of the Sanitarium more com- 
prebensive. As it is conducted at present, 
from twenty-five to fifty infants are cared for 
every day. They are of all classes, from the 
lawn and iace clad innocent with well-zo-do 
parents to the bundle of red flan- 
nel enveloping the infant product 
of bovel or tenement. On a pleasant day 
the piazza-like platform is crowded by swings, 
hammocks, and baby-carriages, by ‘mothers 
walking up and down with their infants, 
and by nurses roéking those of whom they are. 
the custodiong pro tem. All the little ones are 
afflicted with the maiadies that babyhood is 
heir to, but none are admitted who are af- 
flicted with or have been exposed to conta- 
gious diseases, Some are so thin and frail 
that they lie in their cradles or their hammocks 
with eyes closed and giving scarcely any sign 
ot Hfe. Others are apparently perfectiy well 
and hearty, lie on blankets and pillows spread 
upon the shady lawn, and crow and kick as an- 
imatedly as if there were no such thing as 
cholera infantum and life were one delirious 
round of tin rattles and rubber rings. 


A pale, wan woman, evidently the wife of a 
workingman (perhaps of a workingman who is 
on a strike), has brought a baby 3 months old 
in the hope of restoring its health. The ehild 
lies in a hammock, supported by shawls and 
pillows. Its face is so blue and pinched 
with ewaciation that the poor little creature is 
a pitiful epectacie. Its head seems unnaturally 
large, and its tiny elinched hands are almost 
transparent. One can scarcely notice that it 
breathes. 

That baby,” said the matron, ** was brought 
bere this morning, and we did not think it 
would uve an bour. It is wonderful the effect 
that the fresh air, proper care and nourish- 
will produce. You see it looks very 
bad. The doctors had given it up; but I am in 
hopes that we shall be able to save it yet.“ 

What is that chiid’s ailment?’’ 27 

“Starvation; nothing more nor less. The 
children of poor people do not get proper food. 
They generally eat what is left when the 
parents and older brothers and sisters bave 
satisfied their wants. Bread and water have, 


_I suppose, been that baby’s diet more than the 


natural food which its mother bas been un- 
able to give it. Then the poor babies do not 
get fresh air, but are cooped up in close rooms 
day and night. Babies are just like littie 
flowers, they need the air andthe sunlight.

looked nearly if not quite as bad as the child 
in the hammoek yonder. Our system works 
wonders with the children.” 

** What is the system?“ 

“Weill, we do just what common sense 
dictates. We use little medicine, and that is 
of the simplest kind. We have the most nour 


ishing food and the purest of milk. You see 


we have our little kiteben where all the neces- 
saries are cooked. We also have a bathroom 
and the babies are bathed frequently. 


That does them a world of good. Clean cloth- 
ing is supplied to them; for cleanliness is one 
of our most potent aids, careful nursing, 

air, and nourishing food do work of restor- 
ing the babies’ health faculties quicker 
than doctors’ prescripuons can. The doctors 
admit as much. Then there are accommoda- 
tions in our dormitory for the children who are 
so ill that we think it advisable that they 
should not be taken bome. You see the dor- 
mitory is airy, clean, and comforteble. If the 
babies are brought to us and the mothers do 
as we direct we can save them after physicians 
have given them up, and we have done so in 
repeated instances.” 

Do you have many children who visit you 
from the fashionable avenues in the yi 
cinity?"’ 

„O., yes: quite a number. Some of the 
mothers like to be exclasive, and so we have 
partitioned off a space for them. There comes 
ove of our aristocratic little visitors with its 
colored nurse. The baby is not sick, but mere- 
ly calls on us to be near the lake on these 
warm days and get the benefit of the fresh 
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breeze. Some of tne mothers who bring their 
children here have not the sligbtest notion of 
how to take care of children. ican teil you, 
if Iwere a man, I should be afraid to marry, 
simply because 60 many women are so ignorant 
of the duties of a wife and mother." 

The work of the Sanitarium is a noble one, 
and its field could be extended and it madea 
blessing to the poor children of Chicago. No 
distinctions are made in the children received, 
either of creed or race, but all are submitted 
to a thorough examination in order that no 
infections may be carried. It the parents can 
pay the actual cost of the material used in 
giving their babies attention, it is gratefully 
accepted. If not, the suffering little guests 
are made none the less welcome. Charitabiy- 
inclined people who bave infants’ clothing 
that has outlived its usefulness might do well 
to remember the entirely disinterested work 
done by the Sanitarium. 


FAMOUS TANK ER POEMS. 


The Mournful Ballad of Springfield Mount- 
ain "—Likewlse That of the Death of Isaac 
Orcutt. 
Springfield (Mass.) Republican: A corre- 

spondent asks us to reproduce the poem of 

‘Springfield Mountain,“ to which David A. 

Woils alluded in bis speech at the anniversary 

banquet. We cando no better, therefore, than 

to quote Mr. Welis as follows: And then, if 
it is the more comic, as well as the poetic 
side of human nature that is to be sought, 
what can be more originally iudicrous 
than the famous poem or elegy oft Spring- 

field Mountajn,’’ which has almost become a 

classic in English literature: and without a 

sufficientiy proper notice of which, any his- 

torical review of Springfield would, it seems to 

me, be manifestly most incomplete. This elegy 

was written by one Nathan Terrey, a citizen at 
the time of Springfield, about the year 1761, in 
commemoration of a tragic occurrence that 
caused a great local sensation at the time— 
namely: the death from the bite of a rattle- 
snake of the son of Lieut. Mirick, who resided 
in that part of the town which was 
then known as “Springfield Mountain,“ and 
which was afterwards incorporated as a town 
by itself under the name of * Wilbraham ”—a 
name in some way undoubtediy derived from 
an old English family by the name of Wilbrs- 
ham, whose ancestors and sculptured memo- 
rials are still preserved in an old church at 

Chirk, in Herefordshire, on the borders of 

Waies, in England. There have been many 

versions of this Aoggerel, but the following, 

which with your permission I will read, is be- 
lieved to be the most authentic: 
„ SPRINGFIELD MOUNTAIN.” 
On Springfield mountin’ ther’ did dwell

The early balladists ot America hard) #rival 
the singers of old English dnd Scottish popular 
literature. They are as quaint, but not so elo- 
quent or interesting. We are too much given 
to speaking of them as if their class were of the 
past, but in reality the same sort ot ballad 
is in vogue nowadays in all the country roun 
and bards like the bard of “ Springfield Mount- 
ain’’ are known in Various neighborhoods. 
Something of quality is undoubtedly in some 
inexplicable way attached to such local ebron- 
icles in rhyme by the mere lapse of time; they 
grow venerable and as it were moésy with the 
yague interest of tradition. There are some 
ballads contemporary with that of *Leftenant 
Mirick’s Onley Son that are preserved orally 
and perhaps have never been written down. 
One of these relates to an occurrence of 
equally tragic nature which bad the wilds of 
Westfield for its scene and one Isaac Orcutt,” 
doubtiess of the family of that name now ex- 
isting in Hampshire and Franklin towns, 
for the victim of its catastrophe. This 
baliad was recited by a venerable woman who 
died past 80 nearly a score of years ago, and 
who heard it in her girihooa sung by old folks 
who knew of the facts. The sad tale was set 
to a simple tune, the third lide rising io a bigh 
wall, but all the other lines a melancholy 
moan; and this is the ballad as remembered, — 
the closing stanza apparently lacking two lines, 
though itis possibie that the two givea were 
joined to the preceding sta with a repeti- 
tion of the tune, making it doubly impressive:

SEVERE SCHOOLMASTERS. 


Brutal Punishment Inflicted upon Pupils in 
Massachusetts Sixty Years Ago. 

Boston Transcript: In a Massachusetts 
town, less than sixty years ago, in a public 
school the punishment sometimes surpassed 
in severity any illustrations yet given in the 
Notes and Queries, with one two exceptions. 
We state as facts only what we saw with 
our own eyes. As in the Mayhew School, 
boys were sumetimes required to toe a 


crack, bend over and place the torefinger upon’ 


another crack, and then, with the body tense 
in every nerve, the master would come slowly 
along, give a tremendous blow with his cow- 
hide, and with the short jackets worn then, it 
hurt! He broke aruler across the back of a 
boy’s hand. More than once he drew back his 
clenched fist and, striking from his shoulder. 
knocked boys nearly as large as himself flat to 
tue floor; and one of these boys, now an old 
man, is still living. He took up one boy by 
the heels, and, slinging him round in a circle, 
brought his head (this was by accident) against 
a box-stove in the middle of the floor, ana for 
a time the boy was deprived ot ali sense or 
motion, untila physician came and revived 
him. With what was called a crow or crow- 
stick of wood he went at one. boy, who had 
misread some word in the New Testa- 
ment. The boy darted down under 
one of the desks and crawled from 
one to another, now and then catch- 
ing a blow until he got near the door, when the 
master caught him by the collar and heels and 
threw him out into the street, and forbid any 
boy to let the sufferer have his over- 
though it was a win- 
On one occasion he whipped 
cowhide, at intervals 
through most of a forenoon, in order to make 
him bold out at arm’s leneth a heavy book. 
The girls in the school, many of them women 
grown, used to weep and sbriek, and cover 
their beads with their aprons to shut out the 
horrid sights. This day the boy’s sister, early 
in the whipping, stood up and cried out, ** Hold 
it out, John; hold it out, John; but later ex- 
claimed, with her strong English accent, 
‘** Don't you hold it out, John, if be kills you!“ 

The master’s desk was a bigh one, and stood 
ona platform. One day he called out a boy,

MORRISON'S PLAN. TO GET AT THE 
URPLUS IN THE TREASURY. 
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The House Consents to Discuss the Matter 
Next Tuesday—About $70,000,000 In- 
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ciency Bill—Another Veto by the Presi- 
dent—The Senate and the Pensions— 


Other Congressional Proceedings... 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 10.—Today in the 
House Mr. Morrison of Iliinois, from the Com- 
mittee on Rules, reported the following reso 
lution: © 

Resolved, That Tuesday, July 13, be set apart 
for the consideration of such business as may be 
presented by the Committee on Ways and Means, 
not to include any bill rais revenue, and if 
any bill shall be under consideration and not 
disposed of when) the House adjourns on said 
day the cons tion of said bill shall be con- 
tinued from day to day until disposed of. 

Mr. Hewitt of New York made the point of 
order that it was not competent for the Com- 
mittee of Rules to report in the nature of a 
rule a resolution to set apart a day for the con- 
sideration of measures of a single committee. 
This resolution bad never been considered by 
the Committee on Ways and Means, and he 
bad never heard of it until today. This pro- 
cedure was entirely contrary to every rule of 
order and to the practice of the House. 

Mr. Morrison said this motion had been re- 
ferred in a resolution offered by bim (Mr. Mor- 
rison) to the Committee on Rules. In that way 
the Committee on Rules had control and juris- 
diction over the subject. The main object of 
the resolution was to allow the House to reach 
the joint resolution reported from the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means requiring the pay- 
ment of some money called suplus out of the 
Treasury. 

Mr. McKinley of Ohio—Is it the purpose to 
consider bilis relating to treaties? 

Mr. Morrison—It is not. The treaties all 
affect the revenue question. 

Mr. Randail of Pennsylvania favored the 
resolution, the object of which was to reach 
the consideration of the measure proposing to 
pay out of the Treasury the sum of about 
$70,000,000, and thus save $2,100,000 annually 
to the taxpayers of the United States. 

Mr. Hewitt again ugedr his point of order. 
It this report of the Committee on Rules was 
in order then it was in order for the committee 
at all times to bring in a resolution to take 
from the calendar a specific measure and have 
it considered by the House. A majority of 
the Committee on Rules were members of 
the Committée on Ways and Means, and the 
Ways and Means Committee could control the 
Committee on Rules. He objected to any one 
committee controlling the Committee on Rules, 
thus having the inside track and having the 
bulge over the committees of the House. 

The Speaker pro tem. (Mr. Crisp of Georgia) 
said that the resolution had been referred to 

Committee on Rules, and it was competent 
for che committee to report it back. He there- 
fore overruled the point of order. 

Mr. orrison thought he ought to say, in 
justice to the Committee on Ways ana Means 
and Committee on Rules, that if either com- 
mittee required any justification the surplus 
resolution had been considered by the former 
committee and reported to the House, and 
those of its members who favored the measure 
wanted it to be considered. 

The resoiution was adopted—yeas 184, nays 
34. The following is the negative vote (Re- 
publicans in italic): ?

The General Deficiency Bill Passed. 

The House resumed the consideration of the 
General Deficiency bill, the. pending question 
being on the amendment refunding to certain 
railroad companies taxes illegally collected. The 
amendment was rejected—yeas 104, nays 108. 

Mr. Reagan of Texas took the floor to em- 
phasize his opposition to the amendment 
adopted yesterday granting a month’s extra 
pay to the House and Senate employés. This 
amendment, he said, was calculated to take 
from the Treasury at least $200,000—extorted 
from the taxpayers to be given as pure gratui- 
ty to men who were already receiving hich 
salaries. ~ 

Mr. Price of Wisconsin severely criticised 
the bill, declaring that it was marred and 
scarred all over with frauds upon the people. 

After considerable debate Mr. Reagan moved 
to recommend the bill with instructions to the 
Committee on Appropriations to report it back 
with the amendment striking out the extra- 
pay clause. Agreed to—yeas 150, nays 67. 

Mr. Burnes, from the Committee on Appr>- 
priations, reported back tne General Deficiency 
bill amended in accordance with instructions. 

Mr. Browne of Indiana moved to recommit 
the bill, with fhstructions to report it back 
with an amendment strikingfout the clause 
appropriating $10.000 forthe payment of a 
claim for the occupation by the United States 
of wharf property at Galveston, Tex., imme- 
diately after the War. Lost—yeas 99, nays 112. 

The amendment striking out the extra-pay 
clause was agreed to—73 to 31. 

The bill was then passed—yeas 163, nays 57 

- Still Another One. 

The Speaker laid betore the House a message 
from the President announcing his disapproval 
of a bill granting a pension to Daniel B. Ross, 
Referred to the Committee on Invalid Pensions. 

Mr. Conger of lowa, from the Committee on 
Invalid Pensions, submitted. reports on the 
President's vetoes of bills grauting pensions 
to Elizabeth Luce and Catherine McCarthy. 
Ordered printed. 

Riddleberger Must Wait. 

Mr. Riddleberger's resolution, offered April 
12, in relation to the consideration of execu- 
tive business in open session, was objected to 
and went over, he making a passionate pro- 
test against that course and appealing against 
the decision of the Chair. After Riddleberger 
conchided he withdrew his appeal from the de- 
cision of the Chair, and his resolution went 
over. 


The Senate and the Vetoes. 

Mr. Blair, from the Committee on Pensions, 
submitted to the Senate a report on twenty- 
three pension bills vetoed by the President 
and recommending that the bills be passed not- 
withstanding the President's objection. In 
reply to a question by Mr. Kenna, Mr. Blair 
Stated that Veto messages hdd been (by an 
order of the committee) referred to the mem- 
bers who had originally reported the bills. In 
accordance with that order be made this re- 
port. 

Mr. Cümden had a paper signed by himself, 
Mr, Coiguitt, Mr. Wilson of Marviand, and Mr. 
Whitthorne (Democratic members of the Com- 
mittee on Pensions) denying any knowledge of 
Biair’s report or of the order referred to. The 
report did not present the views of the com- 


“mittee on the vetoed bills, but only the views 


of Henry W. Blair. The reason assigned by 
the President in vetoing each of the bills sep- 
arately did not call for gross criticism or for 
the censure of the Senate. 

Mr. Blair asked Camden whether any of the 
Senators who bad signed tha, paper bad exam- 
ined any of the bills either before or after the 
veto, and he answered the question himself by 
asserting that they had not. 

Mr. Kenna moved that the report, views of 
the minority, and ail the papers be recommit- 
ted to the Committee on Pensions for consider- 
ation by that committee. Adopted, 

Against the Randall Bill. 5 

Mr. Morrison of Ihinois, from the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means, reported back ad- 
versely to the House the Randall Tariff bill, 
and it was referred to the Committee of the 
W bole. 

Mr. Breckinridge of Kentucky, from the. 
same committee, reported back adversely a 
bill repealing the tobacco tax, and it was re- 
ferred to the Committee of the Whole. 

Committees Heard From. 

Mr. Belmont of New York, from the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs, reported back a 
resolution requesting the President to trans- 
mit to the House ail communicauons relating 
to the imprisonment in Ecuador of Julius San- 
tos, an American citizen.

Condition of the Crops as Reported to the 

Department of Agriculture. | 

| WASHINGTON, D. C., July 10.—The cotton re- 
turns to the Department of Agriculture for 
July 1 represent the crop ten to fifteen days 
late: the low grounds saturated with the ex- 
cessive rains of June; a general prevalence of 
the aphis in such sections, and a smothering 
growth of grass and weeds. The drier uplands 
show @ vigorous plant growth, and in full- 
handed plantations ‘clean cultivation. This 
description will apply to all the States, except 
Texas, Arkansas, and Tenfiessee. There has 
been an improvement during June in these 
States, and a retrograde condition in all the 
others. There will be a small area abandoned 
trom inability to cultivate it, and some injury 
th plants will result in the process of cleaning. 
The reduction in condition is mainly in North 
and South Carolina, Alabama, and Mississippi. 
Georgia was reported lowin June. The gen- 
eral average of condition is 86. It was 88.7 
the Ist of June. Last year it was 96 in July— 
a gain of four points during June. Favorabie 
weather in July, with prompt destruction of 
weeds, may advance condition, but further 
rains or long-continued drouth would work 
serious injury to the crop. While a fair prod- 
uct may yet be possible east of the Mississippi, 
the condition of that portion of the crop may 
be considered somewhat critical. The averages 
by States are as follows: Virginia, 92; North 
Carolina, 91; South Carolina, 76; Georgia, 81; 
Alabama, 80; Mississippi, 79; Louisiana, 84; 
Texas, 97; Arkansas, 92; Tennessee, 98; Flori- 
da, 99 : 


The acreage of corn has very slightly de- 
clined in the Middle States and Maryland, Vir- 
ginia, and South Carolina, with some increase 
in other States of the South, which is largest 
west of the Mississippi. In the Onio Valley the 
acreage is nearly the same as in 1885, West of 
the Mississippi the increase is heavy, In Kan- 
sas 20 per cent, Nebraska 10, Dakota 30. The 
total increase is 3% per cent, or about 2,500,- 
000 acres. Corn is late on the Atiantic coast 
from wet weather, cool nights, and slow germ 
nation. In many situations the seed rotted and 
replanting became necessary. Instances are 
reported of planting three times, yet there is 
generally a fair standard, and the crop is 
growing and healthy, and with seasonable July 
weather will make a full yield. It has suffered 
quite as muck on the Guif coast, where the 
wet areas are still more unpromismg. Tne 
red lands generally bear a vigorous growth, 
while in the gray soils and bottoms 
the plants are yellowing and  spindiimg. 
Some of the areas have already been aban- 
doned. Some parts of Texas have been dry, 
but abundant recent rains will suffice for a 
good crop ip the eastern and central counties. 
Arkansas shows bigh condition, but Tennessee 
reports injury from low temperature and ex- 
cessive rain. The great corn beit of the West 
reported medium to high condition, growing 
better from Ohio to Kansas. The Missouri 
Valley averages better than the Ohio River 
and lake region. There is a full stand in Mis- 
souri, a vigorous and even growth, and ten 
Gays earlier than last year. The Kansas re- 
turus are equaliy favorable. 

Insect injuries bave nowhere been serious. 
The chinch-bug is now threatening some local- 
ties in tne West. The general uverage is 95. 
against 94 last year, and 96 in 1884. The aver- 
ages of the followimg States are: New York, 
92; Pennsylvania, 88; Virginia, 93; Georgia, 
92; Texas, 82; Kentucky, 91; Onio, 93; Indiana, 
95; Michigan, 96; Lilinois, 97; Missouri, 101; 
Kansas, 102: Nebraska, 95; Iowa, 99. 

The condition of winter wheat is reported 
for the Ist of July in Northern districts not 
harvested and in the Southern States as it ap- 
peared at che time of harvest. The average 
has declined from 92.7 to 91.2. New York re- 
ported a deciine of 4 points; Pennsylvania, 2; 
Kentucky, 2; Michigan, 6; Missouri, 1; Kan- 
pas, 3; Ohio and Indiana remain as in June, 
and lilinois gains 1 point. 

The condition of spring wheat bas declined 
from 98 in June to 83, in consequence of high 
temperature, drying winds, and lack of rain. 
In the principal States the decline has been: 
Wisconsin, from 97 to 75; Minnesota, 99 to 78; 
Iowa, 100 to 90;.Nebraska, 97 to 83; and Da- 
kota, from 99 to 85. 

The. condition of oats averages 89, a decline 
of I points, 

Rye maintains its position, averaging 95. 
The average of bariey is 90. 


GEN. HOWARD ON GETTYSBURG. 


He Pronounces Sickles’ Policy in That Bat- 
tle the Proper One, and Rebukes the 
Critics of That General. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 10.-,Maj.-Gen. O. 
O. Howard is spending a few days in Indianap- 
Olis on leave of absence. In an iuterview he 
refers to the charges made by Col. A. Wilson 
Norris and J. C. Rokengarten of Pennsylvania, 
the latter of whom was on Gen. Reynolds’ 
staff, that Gen. Sickles had failed to obey or- 
ders at Gettysburg, and by so domg nearly 
lost the day. He said: 

The charge that Sickles was derelict ia 
duty and did not obey orders is absolutely 
false. He did just as he was commanded to 
do, and subsequent developments showed 
where he acted independently in the absence 
of any orders that what he did was for the 
best. There was nothing about Sickles’ con- 
duct-on that occasion that was not gallant and 
soldierly. I do not care to speak in detail 
about myself further than to say that it bas 
been generally conceded and recognized in a 
vote of thanks given me by Congress that the 
position in which 1 placed our troops on Cem- 
etery Hill that first day saved us from utter 
defeat and disaster. Whatever can be said 
about my military record nobody can truth- 
roe | say that 1 ever delayed in obeying or- 

ers. 

As to the criticism that Gau. Sickles moved 
out of the line of battle, Gen. Howard said: 

“If Meade had located his lines the second 
day of that battle as he did the third, it would 
not have been wise for him to have moved off, 
but be did not. Going out as he did to meet 
Longstreet was a fortunate th: There was 
a desperate struggle for Little Round Top, for 
that was the key to the whole situation, and 
Gen. Lee recognized this fact. I think that the 
whole controversy about this matter arises 
from the First Corps men, to which Norris be- 
longed, who claim that their services in the 
battle never received the recognition they de- 
served. Possiply this may be true, but even 
if it is, itis no excuse for Col. Norris or any 
other man misrepresenting the facts, of 
which he is either ignorant or does not want to 
do justice to the participants.“

A SCHEME TO GET VOTES. 


SENATOR INGALLS’ OPINION OF THE 
HENNEPIN CANAL PROJEGT. 


A Very Sarcastic and Effective Speech from 
the Kansas Statesman Against an Appro- 
priation for the Proposed Big Illinois 
Ditch—Senator Logan as the Champion 
of the Measure—No Final Action 
Taken. 

Wasninoton, D. C., July 10.—([Special.}— 
There was a racy debate in the Senate today 
between Logan and Ingalis over the amend- 
ment to the River and Harbor bill appropriat- 
ing money to carry out the Hennepin-Canal 
scheme. The Kansas Senator was particularly 
sarcastic and effective in his talk against the 
project. When the discussion first came up 
Mr. Miller addressed the Senate in support of 
the appropriation. He read the resolutions of 
the New York Legisiature of Jan. 29, 1885, in 
favor of the measure, and gave it 
as his opinion that the best judg- 
ment of the commercial bodies and 
commercial men of New York favored it. He 
denied that cabals were not active factors in 
transportation, and asserted that the Erie Ca- 
nal regulated railroad tolls all over the coun- 
try, and he believed that the time would come 
when the State of New York would ask the 
General Government to make proper appro- 


largement and improvement. 

Mr. Miller declared that the construction of 
the Hennepin Canal would save to the grain- 
producers of the West more than its entire 
cost, and that it would be a very important 
step in maintaining the ability of the United 
States to compete with India and Russia in the 
wheat markets of the world. 

Mr. Telier said be did not intend to vote for 


amendment as one of the few meritorious 
things in the bill. 

Mr. Palmer proclaimed his belief in river 
and harbor bilis, and deemed them the most 
defensible measures. that came before Con- 
gress. It it had not been for river and harbor 
bilie in the past he believed that corn today 
would be used as fuel in Kansas and Nebras- 
ka, and that cattle would be killed for weir 
bides and horns. They could not be trans- 
ported to the seaboard. men could not com- 
prehend the immense saving in water trans- 
portation. It could be figured out mathemat- 
ically that the sav was a hundred millions 
yearly. The solving of the problem of the 
transportation of grain and coal to the sea- 
board was to come by rivalry between rail- 
roads and water communication, and it was 
absolutely essential that the Government 
should take hold of tue water routes and im- 
prove them so as to give the people a chance 
for fair competition. 

Mr. Chace declared himself heartily in favor 
of the Hennepin Canal project. 

Mr. Ingalls sad every dollar appropriated 
for an east and west waterway was a dol- 
lar to be expended in violauon of the laws of 
Nature and against the best interests of the 
West. The Mississippi Valley had its own 
waterway. The reason for the opposition by 
the press was that these river and barbor bills 
had come to be regarded as illustrations of the 
most rapacious venality. In this bill there 
were appropriations to the amount of five 
millions which could be characterized by no 
other term except that of ‘** boodle’’—five 
millions that would be filched from the Treas- 
ury for the purpose of making men strong 
in their districts at nome. The people whom 
he represented would spurn him if he were 
to- say that the money should not 
be apfopriated for great National ob- 
jecte—for the great barbors; on the Atlantic 
and Pacific, for the Ohio, the Mississippi, and 
other great natural waterways. It was not 
euch appropriations that the country com- 
piained of, vr which the press assailed. What 
was objected to was the appropriations that 
were put in the bill, not for the purpose of im- 
proving water ways, but for the purpose of ad- 
vancing political futures. He commented upon 
the fact that out of $2,800,000 increase in this 
bill, as reported by the Committee on Com- 
merce, nearly $2,000,000 was for the States 
which had members on that committee. That, 
he said, could not be a coincidence. By fine 
and subtle processes the bill bad been built 
up to its present proportion. Coming 
down to the pending amendment, he 
criticised the position of the State of 
Illinois in this matter, his remarks giving 
offense to Mr. Logan, who said that such an 
argument ought not to be used by a gentieman 
who is a statesman. To tuis Mr. Ingalls re- 
plied that he did not pretend to be statesman, 
The Senator from Illinois (Mr. Logan) had a 
monopoly of statesmansbip. He (Mr. Inealis) 
did pot, theretore, feel any humiliation at the 
criticism that the remarks which be had made 
should not emanate from astatesman. He 
pretended to be nothing more than a cheap 
sort of a legislator and was not an aspirant 
for any higner position, and, of course, be 
must be presumed to act from motives differ- 
ent from those that influenced the Senator 
from Llilinois. If the stories about the engin- 
eering difficulties of this Hennepin Canal 
were not fictions, like those of 
the Arabian Nighta, be did not 
wonder that the State of Illinois was willing 
for the Government to take it off its hands. 
The Government was asked to commit itself 
to the expenditure of between $10,000,000 and 
$25,000,000 to lift the commerce of the North- 
west step by step up a gigantic water stairway 
of 208 feet up to the Mississippi River and then 
let it down again step by step (and up again 140 
feet more) to Chicago. It was one of the most 
marveious schemes that bad ever entered into 
the mind of man to conceive. The ascent of 
208 feet was almost as perpendicular as the 
Washington Monument. The locks (as showa 
in the profile) were as consecutive as stairs on 
a staircase. 

Mr. Logan replied to the remarks of Mr. 
Ingalis toucbing the connection of the State of 
lilinois with this project. He defended his 
State fin that matter, Gand ridiculed the en- 
gineering pretenses of Mr. Ingalls, who made 
no distinction between the horizontal and per- 
pendicular profiles, one of which was on the 
scale of an inch to nine miles and the other on 
the scale of an inch to 150 feet. He had no 
fight with railroads or with the friends of rail- 
roada, but he asked them to keep their hands 
off propositions that were for the benefit of the 
American peopie. Engineers had reported the 
project to be not only feasible but 

its cost would not exceed $7,000,- 
000. The remarks of the Senator from 
Kansas would go to show that the 
engineers were crazy. Of course the engineers 
would not say the same of the Senator, but 
they would certainly say that he was mistaken. 
This proposition seemed to bave been selected 
by certain Senators to make a raid on the 
whole bill. If the project were carried out it 
would furnish the cheapest route from the 
West and the Mississppi River to the Atlantic. 
It would be a benefit to all the people of the 
Northwest—producers and consumers. It 
would be a route coming in competition with 
railroad routes, and it would fix decent rates 
for transportauon. To that extent it would 
benefit everybody. 

Mr. Mitchell of Oregon spoke in favor of the 
ameodment. 

Without reaching a vote the Senate went 
into secret session and afterward adjourned. 


Insured at the Age of 102. 

A correspondent states that be bas just con- 
ducted an insurance upon the life of a man 
aged 102 years. This centenarian enjoys good 
heaith, and appears to be in possession of his 
faculties. He states that his father lived to 
the age of 110, and met his death from an ia- 
jury due tothe bréaking of a milistone. His 
grandfather was, he asserts, accidentally 
killed in his mill at the age of 126. His great- 
grandfather lived to the age of 133. The maa 
in question distinctly remembers bis great- 
grandtatber, and bas now living a great-great- 
niece, so that he has seen seven generations or 
his family.— Lancet.

MiLWAvKkesR, Wis., July 10.—|Special.}]—The 
political problem of the approaching State 
election continues to be a most perplexing one 
to the politician as well as the private citizen, 
and is apparentiy as far from solution as it 
was two months ago.. Republicans still agree 
that J. M. Rusk should by ali means be renom- 
inated for Governor and head their ticket, and 
Democrats are figuring for a certainty that he 
will be the opponent to the Hon. Gabriel 
Bouck, who will undoubtedly appear at the 
bead of their ticket this fall. But there the 
line of certainties or even probabilities is sud- 
denly broken, and no one will venture a guess 
as to how the remainder of the two tickets 
will be constructed. There is no questioning 
the fact that, aside from the candidacy 
of Mr. Rusk, the prevailing sentiment among 
the mass of Republicans is against the renom- 
ination of the present State officers, they hav- 
ing been before the people for two consecutive 
terms and served for five consecutive years. 
For the best interests of the party, notwith- 
stana ing that no fault is to be found with the 
manner in which the several officials have dis- 
charged the duties of their respective offices, 
it is argued that new men should be placed on 
the ticket and other sections of the State be 
given representation in the Capitol building. 
But just how to do this appears a most difficult 
matter to decide. The situation was yesterday 
explained to the TRIBUNE correspondent by a 
prominent Republican of the State in this 
manner: Every official, I am confident, 
wants to see Mr. Rusk re-nominated, and a 
number of them are perfectly willing to retire 
and give some other fellow a chance, pro- 
vided a complete change is made in 


every office except that of the Gov- 
ernor. But there comes the rub. One or two 
of them don’t want to go. Secretary of State 
Timme bas been working long and hard for a 
renomination; if it is given to him it must 
also be granted to Treasurer McFetridge; and, 
with those two officiais so honored, it will cer- 


‘tainly not do todrop Railroad-Commissioner 


Haugen; then there is Insurance-Commissioner 
Spooner, who, after the fight he has made 
against the underground“ insurance com- 
panies doing business in the State, would be 
warranted in feeling aggri¢ved should he be 
dropped from the list. As for Lieut.-Gov. 
Fifield, he has given good reasons (pressure of 
private business affairs) for not wanting a re- 
nomination under any circumstances. I don't 
think Attorney-General Frisby cares to serve 
again, and State Superintendent Graham has 
announced through the press that be doesn't 
believe in the third-term rule for the minor 
offices, under any circumstances. So there is 
the problem for the figurers to work upon. I 
am inclined to believe that if Secretary Timme 
should withdraw from the field, all 
others from his office down would cheerful- 
ly do the same. But it is nardiy to be expect- 
ed that he wilido so. Up to the present time, 
so far as I have heard, no candidate has an- 
nounced himself as an opponent of Timme, 
which ouly strengthens the latter in his posi- 
tion to seek a third term. Were some ex- 
soldier—if a German so much the better—to 
to announce himseif for the office it would 
undoubtedly make a great difference in the 
condition of affairs.’’ 

Much guessing is being Gone as to the part 
which that great unknown quantity,“ the 
workingman’s vote, is to piay in this election. 
A radical differenee of opinion exists among 
that class of voters as to the appropriate 
course for them to pursue at the Labor Con- 
vention of the State, called to meet at La 
Crosse during the coming week. A short time 
ago it seemed probable that an entire labor 
ticket would be nominated and quite generally 
supported by the working class throughout 
the State. But this difference of opin- 
ioa is likely to interfere with 
such a result. Influential members of 
the Knights of Labor favor the no-nominaton 
pian so far as State officers are concerned, but 
urge the adoption of a platform of principies 
at the La Crosse Convention, leaving voters to 
support any State officer they may prefer, 
but place in the field and give an enthusiastic 
support to a purely labor ticket for Congres- 


‘sional and county officers. Such an arrange 


ment, which. by the way, originated in and 
bas been proposed trom this city, meets with 
bitter antagonism from the supporters of Dr. 
Powell, labor Mayor of La Crosse, who have 
for months been actively engaged in getci 
the workingmen in line to nominate Dr. Pow: 
ell tor Governor at the coming La Crosse Gon 
vention. It is openly announced througb | 
organ of that faction that, should an efforg @ 
made at the convention to carry out the 
nowination plan, the Powel delegates w 
withdraw from the convention and hom @] 
other of their own, where they will e 
third ticket into existence, Taken allim all, 
the political campaign of Wisconsin this fall 
promises to be an unusually interesting one. 
Members of the Milwaukee Chamber of Com- 
merce are now reasoning with themseives, col- 
lectively and individually, in an endeavor to 
ascertain why they voted to do away with aft- 
ernoon sessions. The “pit crowd, which, 
with the exception of one solitary man, gave 
an enthusiastic ** Ayel’’ when the resolution 
to dispense with afternoon sessions during the 
summer months was recently put to vote. 
They now heartily repent their hasty action, 


Tor, instead of an airy and pleasant room, 


comfortable seats, etce., at their disposal, they 


are obliged to tramp around during the after- 


noon on the stone floor ia the dark and cheer- 
less basement of the Chamber of Commerce 
buildimg, the only place which is accessible to 
them for carrying on their illegal trades—for, 
according to the Chamber of Conimerce rules, 
every transaction not made during regular 
hours is such—and there they perspire and fill 
their lungs with foul air during the long aft- 
ernoons. Every trader knows very well 
that he is liable to suffer a heavy fine 
or expulsion from the chamber for cealmg 
atter the regular bours, but other markets are 
holding afterngeon sessions, and Milwaukee 
commission men can hardly afford to let their 
customers’ interests go to the dogs from 1 
o’clock p. m. until 9:30 the next morning, as 
would @ertainiy be the case in such days as 
those of the last week, when during the inter- 
val of time mentioned the market has been 
sliding up or down several cents from the 
morning session till closing time. The only 


thing for them to do, as one member expressed 


it, is to stay on duty every afternoon until 
the last dog is hung. There is strong talk of 
starting a movement for reconsidering the vote 
which did away with afternoou sessions in the 
chamber, and thereby relieving the sufferers.

Sebilling bas also upon 
various public occasions denounced District- 
Attorney Williams, Judge Mallory. the grand 
jury, and others for what he describes as their 
undue eagerness to indict and prosecute the 
workingman simply because he is a Knight of 
Labor. Mr. Schilling appears to care little or 
nothigg as to what effect, if any, this course 
Will bave upon bis case when it shall again 
come to trial.

The feeling that has pervaded 
building circles for several weeks, resulting 
from the strike, is gradually giving place to
